POSTPONEMENT 


Time to Prepare for the Louisiana Pur- 


GQhase Exposition fa Found Too Short 
for the Government and Foreign 
Exhibiters to Complete Arrange- 
ments—Congress Will Be Asked to 
Approve Change—Plan to Keep the 
Decision a Secret Fails. | 


Washington, D. C., April 12.—[Special.]— 


The Louisiana Purchase Exposition is to be 
postponed until 1904, Announcement to this 
effect will be made within the next fifteen 
days, 


This is a\statement made this evening by 
John M. Allen, after a conference with 
former Senator Thomas Carter, chairman of 
the National commission for the fair, who 
reached Washington this morning direct from 
St. Louis, where he conferred with the offi- 


clals of the exposition company. 
It is believed here that formal announce- 


‘ment will be made shortly after the passage 


of the sundry civil appropriation bill, which 
is under consideration in the Senate Com- 
mittee on Appropriations. The bill carries 
an appropriation of more than $1,000,000 for 
the fair. It already has passed the House of 
Representatives. | | 


Announcement to Be Delayed. 

The interest of Senator Cockrell in the pro- 
vision of the bill assures its acceptance by 
the Senate. It has*been deemed better, how- 
ever, not to comiplicate the matter by a pre- 
mature announcement of postponement. 
Members of the Missouri delegation in Con- 
gress’ asked that nothing be done toward 
postponement until after the bill passed the 
House. Now the same reasons obtain for 


not making an announcement until the Sen- 
ate has passed the bill. | 


Time Is Found Too Short. 
John Allen, member of the National com- 


mission for the fair, has been in Washing- 


ton most of the week. Mr. Allen has spent 
the time since his arrival here visiting the 
government departments and informing him- 
gelf as to the necessity of the government 
in the preparation of its exhibit. He has 
been informed that the government build- 
ing cannot be completed in time. He has 
learned that there-is a general disinclina- 
tion on the part of foreign governments to 
participate in the fair unless it is post- 
poned beyond 1903. He has found no oppo- 


sition on the part of any one in Congress to } 


postponement. 
When last in St. Louis Mr. Allen talked 


with prominent members of the local cor- 
poration and reached the conclusion that 
postponement was desired and was consid- 
ered inevitable. 
The National commission, Mr. Allen says, 
has been restrained from acting because of 
the attitude assumed by the fair manage- 
ment. Members of the directorate insjsted 
that they could prepare for the fair in 1903. 
As long as they did so the National comimit- 
tee did not feel warranted in taking action. 


May Appeal to Roosevelt. 

There is reason for believing that Mr. Car- 
ter shortly will have assurances from the 
local management which will warrant the 
national commission in meeting and inform- 
ing the President of the desirability of post- 
ponement. The actual form to be complied 
with has not been determined fully. The 
St. Louis management hopes that Presi- 
dent Roosevelt can be induced to send a 
message to Congress suggesting the nec- 

ssity of | ponement. 
can be secured, it will sim- 
plify the postponement. Legislation will be 
necessary, but friends of the fair in both 
Senate aid Holise believe this will be a 


‘comparatively easy task if not delayed too 


long. The legislation will be simple in char- 
acter as it will be designed to continue in 
force the legisiation already enacted, whic 
for the fair in 1908.

BIG STRIKE BEGINS TOMORROW.

BRUSSELS, April 138, 3 a. m.—The gend- 
armerie and the rioters fought a battle in 
the streets just before midnicht. 

The number of casualties has not yet been 
ascertained, but it is feared that they have 
been extensive.’ Ambulances have already 
brought twenty-four of the seriously in- 
jured to St. Pierre Hospital. Some of the 
wounded are badly mutilated.

building and carrying off their bodies, but 
it was intercepted and dispersed by the 
troops, who are maintaining a cordon around 
the hospital. 


Last night’s fighting had its direct origin 


in the arrest of M. Van der Velde, the So- 
clalist leader. As he left the Chamber of 
Deputies this afternoon and emerged into 
the street he was recognized and followed 
by a number of persons. The police dis- 
persed the crowd and arrested M. Van der 
Velde, who was conveyed to the police sta- 
tion, but was soon released, with the official 
explanation that his being taken into cus~ 
today was due to mistaken identity. 


How the Fight Began. 3 

After being released M. Van der Velde pro- 
ceeded to the Maison du Peuple, where he ad- 
dressed the crowd, urging them to refrain 
from creating a disturbance and not to give 
the police a pretext for further violence. 

The crowd gradually dispersed, but later 
reassembled in the square facing the Maison 
du Peuple. A detachment of the civic 
guard then marched through the square, 
clearing it and the contiguous thorough- 
fares. 

At half-past 10 the mob again grew trou- 
blesome and the guard was ordered to 
clear the streets in which threatening crowds 

The gendarmes charged with drawn 
swords and fixed bayonets and were greeted 
with a hail of stones. The peop'eJn some 
of the houses hurled flower pots, knives, 
and lighted boxes of matches upon the heads 
of the police. 7 


Firing on Both Sides. 

A revolver fusillade was begun by both 
sides, and some of the gendarmes fired their 
rifles. Many rioters were injured and a few 
of the police were hurt. | 
After this encounter a wide area around the 
Maison du Peuple was cledred by successive 
charges of gendarmes carrying drawn 
swords and revolvers and civic guards with 
fixed bayonets. Mounted gendarmes, wher- 
ever the crowd looked ugly, fired blank car- 
tridges from their revolvers, while the of- 
ficers shouted at the top of their voices, 
“ Close your windows.”’ Every open window 
was covered by the rifies of the troops until 


it was closed. | 


Government Is Unyielding. 
Notwithstanding the popular excitement, 
however, the government is apparently deter- 
mined to refuse to agree to a revision of the 
suffrage in favor of the universal right to 
vote, for should a measure of the latter 
kind pass no majority could be obtained for 


any. party. 
Orders have been issued to the army, the 


civic guard, the gendarmerie, and the entire 


police force to be in readiness on Wednesday, 
when the movement is expected to reach its 
height. 
Rain Disperses Rioters. | 
~ Shortly after 2 o’clock this (Sunday) morn- 
-{ng a downpour of rain quenched the last 
flicker of the rioters’ enthusiasm. The guards 
disbanded and the town is quiet. 

The unexpectedness of last night’s blood- 
shed, which exceeded that of any previous 
evening, is shown by the fact that General 
Verstratten, commanding the civic guard, 
had just ordered the ambulange withdrawn 
when the firing opened, and the ambulance 
was immediately needed to gather up the 
injured.

Renewals of the disturbances are expected 
at daylight, as a majority of the rioters are 
apparently roughs and young ifrresponsibles 
who will not obey the injunctions of the 
Socialist leaders to refrain from disorders.

Great Strike Tomorrow. 

From almost every mining and industrial 
district comes news that large numbers of 
men have decided to strike on Monday. The 
strikes began yesterday at Liege, Mons, 
Charleroi, and elsewhere, and 20,000 men are 
already out. There is sti‘! indication, how- 
ever, that a general strike will occur in 
Brussels itself. 

Regiments of infantry ‘and cavalry have 
been drafted to the various centers, and 
quarters have been prepared at many mines 
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and industrial districts, where our call will 
certainly. be generally answered. We have 
invited the men to act according to the best 
interests of their districts, and thus there 
will be no strike at Ghent, where the textile 
industry is undergoing a crisis, but there 
will be demonstration in favor of universal 
suffrage. 


Monster Meeting Tomorrow. 
“The workmen of Brussels will hold a 
monster meeting on Monday to show to the 
government the feeling that exists here. We 
are urging the men to remaiaza absolutely paci- 
fic, but minor conflicts such as have oc- 
curred are hardly avoidable in view of the 
excited feeling that prevails and the fact 
that the younger men are difficult to control, 
especially in view of the aggressive attitude 
of the police.”’ 
Asked if he thought the Anarchists were 
profiting by the opportunity afforde@ 
by the demonstrations recently made, M. 


| van der Velde said he thought not, adding 
that their number in Belgium is insignificant. 


He admjtted that there were a few Anar- 
chists in Liege and the other coal fields, but

Workingmen Well Armed. 

The papers report that no fewer than 17,000 
old pattern rifles have been transformed into 
breechloaders and sold and are now in the 
This figure is probably 
greatly exaggerated, but there is no doubt 
that a large number of these weapons are in 
possession of the men. 

Le Peuple, a Socialist paper of Brussels, Is 
openly selling revolvers to workmen. 
some time past a big advertisement has ap- 
peared in its columns daily headed, “ Prizes 
for Our Readers,” and offering revolvers at 
specially low prices. It is stated that 4,000 
revolvers have been sold in the last three

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The military garrison of Brussels is under 
arms today, with thirty rounds of ammuni- 
tion served to every soldier in addition to 
thirty rounds of small shot cartridges. 


While the police were turning Socialists 
out of the Maison du Peuple last night a 
crowd gathered in the old corn market. The 
gendarmes proceeded to disperse the mob, 
who resisted. Then the police charged and 
scattered them in every direction. The 
street lamps were extinguished, and as the 
civic guards advanced they were fired on 
from the houses and compelled to retire. 
The street lamps were then relighted, and it 
was seen that the rioters had begun to erect 
a barricade. The gendarmes scattered the 
crowd and made six arrests. 


Twenty-five Are Wounded. . 
The Socialists and the gendarmes had an 

encounter in the Place de la Chapelle yester- 
day, in which the Socialist leader Vander- 
vloe was injured. In therioting on the Place 
de Brussels twenty-five persons were more 
or less seriously injured. | 
_ Max Halles, a Socialist Communal Coun- 
cilor, has been sentenced to two weeks’ im- 
prisonment and to pay a fine of $30 for refus- | 
ing to take the cartridges served out to him 
as a member of the civic guard. He has also 
been dismissed from that force. 


Van der Velde the Leader. 

‘The soul of the Socialist movement in 
Belgium is M. Van der Velde, a member of 
the Chamber of Deputies, who is a brilliant 
speaker and has great influence over the 
masses. He is tall and lithe, with a quiet 
manner. He recently married an English 
woman, who is also an active Socialist, and 
is President of the Woman’s federation of 
Belgium. 

When interviewed at the close of today’s 
session of the Chamber he evinced the utmost ; 
readiness to explain to the American. public 
the situation in Belgium. 

“We are determined to go on now,” he 
said, “ until we have secured revision. Under 
the present unjust electoral régime thé work- 
ingman has only 500,000 votes out of 2,000,000, | 
whereas under the one man one vote system 
we would have 400,000 out of 1,200,000. 

“The general strike next Monday will 
testify to the strength of the Socialist party. 
| We count on 100,000 strikers in the mining 


It is true that cries of ‘ Vive republique!’ 
were raised, but we Socialists favor a re- 
public, though our immediate aim is the re- 
vision of the constitution” 


Army Full of Socialists. 

Concerning the revolutionary songs and 
cries raised by some of the reservists called 
out this week, M. Van der Velde said: ‘‘ They 
were quite comprehensible. The army is 
composed mostly of poor men, because the 
rich purchase substitutes. Thus a large 
number of the soldiers are Socialists. I 
believe that, in the event of disturbance, if 
the soldiers were ordered to fire on the 


refuse to obey or would fire in the air. This, 
however, would not be the case in Brussels, 
where the Civic Guard would obey their 
officers. because they are largely recruited 
from the bourgeoisie. If the government 
accepts revision the general strike will end 
immediately, but if it refuses I cannot pre- 
dict what .will happen.’’ 


What the Socialists Want. 

The Socialists of Belgium do not want a 
republic so much as they do a revision of the 
Pelgian constitution. Their demand is for 
universal suffrage, or, rather, “‘ one man; one 
vote.” 

. The Belgians have a greater degree of per- 
sonal freedom than the people of any other 
state of Europe. But, while every man 25 
years and over is entitled to vote, the elec- 
tion law is so complicated by a system of 
plural votes and ‘“* proportional representa- 
tion ’’ that the Clericals or Catholics man- 
age to control the Parliament andthe min- 
istry. It is against the Catholic interfer- 
ence in the government that the Socialists, 
‘Radicals, and Republicans have been carry- 
ing on a vehement agitation for many years. 


Injustice of Electoral System. 

The injustice of the Belgian electoral sys- 
tem is shown in the figures taken from re- 
cent election.returns. - For instance, in the 
election of 1898 the Clericals cast 930,000 
votes, while the opposition cast 980,000. And 
yet the Clericals, casting a minority of the 
yotes, secured 112 seats in the Chamber of 
Deputies and the opposition only 40. The 
result was brought about by the peculiar 
electoral law devised by the Clericals and in- 


-corporated into the constitution in 1893. - 


| Plural Vote System. 

The plural suffrage system gives a vote to 
every male citizen not legally disqualified; 
two votes to citizens of 35 years of age with 

‘legitimate children, and who pay a land tax 
of at least five francs a year; two votes also 
to the citizen, married or single, 25 years of 


age, who has property valued at 2,000 francs 
or more; and three votes to citizens of 25 
years of age who can give proof that they 


have received a higher education, who fill 
‘or have filled public office, or who are en- 
gaged in private professional practice. 

As a result of this syetem of voting the 
Clericals easily kept control of the govern- 
ment. They represented the wealth, aris-

AUTO SCORCHERSATERROR 


FEAR OF FATAL ACCIDENTS FROM 
RECKLESS RUNNING. 


Club Offers a Reward to Policeman 
Who Makes Bravest Rescue in Run- 
away Accident—City Authorities 
Propose to Take Stringent Measures 
if More Care Is Not Taken—Licenses 
May Be Refused for Machines of 
Over Twelve-Mile Speed. 


The reckless running of automobiles at 
high speed has becomé such a menace to 
life and limb that the city and the Automo- 
bile club have joined hands to stopit. The 


_} club has offered $100 reward to the police- 


wman who makes the most daring rescue 
from a runaway. The city authorities are 
planning stringent measures, 

The tarelessness of operators has reached 
such a degree that City Electrician Bilicott 
calls it an ‘‘ epidemic,” and predicts that 
deaths will result.’ 

Unless there is a change in_methods the 
“‘white ghosts,” ‘‘red devils,’”’ and others 


mits will be given for a machine which has

: Rumor of a Fatality. | 

A report that a death had resulted from 
atitomobile ‘‘ scorching ’’ reached the City 
Hall yesterday, but could not be confirmed. 
Boulevards and down-town streets are be- 
coming dangerous spots, however, and nar- 
row escapes from serious accidents are fre- 
quent. 

It is claimed that the temptation to tak 
a machine at a high rate of speed into a 
crush of vehicles and past crowded street 
intersections leads an operator to throw 
away all regard for common rules of safety 
and to trust to good luck and the nimble- 
ness of the pedestrians to get through with- 
out accident. From the pedestrian’s point 
of view it has become wearisome. The horn 
of a big-eyed, red or white apparition may 
send him jumping for a lamp post at nearly 
any street crossing, and it becomes ex- 
hausting to the nerves. The pedestrian 
knows where to find the trolley and cable 
cars and he can hear the teams, but the 
automobile catches him unawares. 

“At the rate things are going,’’ said Mr. 
Fllicott, “‘ deaths will soon result from the 
disregard many automobile operators ex- 
hibit for the common rules of safety. If a 
little more care is not exercised the city 
will simply refuse permits for machines 
‘which have a speed capacity of over twelve 
miles an hour.”’ 


Club to Expel Scorchers. 

Speaking of the plans of the Automobile 
club to keep the sport within bounds of safe- 
ty, Secretary Frank X. Mudd said: 

“The club has decided to aid the city in 
arresting automobile operators who violate 
the ordinances. If a member of the club 
violates them he will be expelled. The reck- 
less men, however, usually are those who 
will not join the club. The committee which 
we will appoint will asist Mr. Ellicott in run- 
ning down cases of violation of the ordi- 
nance. 

“The reward of $100 we have offered to the 
policeman who makes the most daring rescue 
will be awarded annually by Chief O’ Neill, 
he being the judge. As automobiles don't 


| frequently run away, the reward will prob- 


ably be won by a policeman rescuing persons 
from a frightened horse.” 

The city is attempting to regulate the speed 
of the machines with one policeman, Vehicle 
Inspector Ward, who has the entire city to 
cover, excepting the boulevards. An effort 
is being made to induce the Park commis- 
sions to come into the agreement with the 
city and the club. 

The Automobile club will soon enter its 
new quarters at 248 Michigan avenue, where 
all the equipments necessary for automobile 
running have been placed. 

A “non-stop ” race has been arranged for | 
July 12. The machine must make the 100 
miles of the course without a stop, and the 
maximum speed must be fifteen miles an 
hour. They will start on the course two 
minutes apart.

Residents of Shop District in 
Terror; Police About Ready 
to Admit Help-— 
lessness. 


FORTY CASES FOR HOSPITAL 


For the secon@ time the long series of as- 
saults and bloodshed attending the Allis- 
Chalmers strike has been marked by murder, 
T. W. Smith, an employé of the company, 
died yesterday at the County Hospital from 
wounds received at ine ! «nds of union strik- 
ers. As he became unconscious soon after, 
the assault, the police thus far have been un; 
able to gather sufficient evidence to warrant 


arrests. 


The death of Smith has revealed the fact 
that the district about the shops at Twelfth 
street and Washtenaw avenue isin a state of 
terror because of the brutality of strikers’ 
methods. Over 150 assaults have occurred 
there in the last five months, and forty of 
these have resulted in hospital cases. 

On Novy. 20 of last year Frederick Trapp, 
a union machinist, was shot and killed in at« 
tempting .to attack Andrew Burkhauser, ond 
of the employés. 


Another Victim May Die. 

Last Monday night William James, 11 
Cherry street, was shot by a striker during 
a similar mé@lée, and the doctors at the 
Post Graduate Hospital were forced to ampu- 
tate his leg. He is now at his residence, He 
may not recover. 

The assaults on James and Smith both 
occurred at' Twelfth street and Campbell 
avenue, two blocks from the shops. Trapp 
was killed half a block north of the shops. 
The police have been unable to handle the 
strikers, though aided by a federal injunc- 
tion and a reward of $500 for evidence that 
will cause the arrest and conviction of all 
guilty of attacks on the company’s ¢m@- 
ployés. 
_ Residents of the district—most of whom 
favor the strikers—do not dare to leave their 
houses when the whistle sounds for closing 
the shops, and when they see an assaultitis 
said they invariably have failed to report it. 


“Men Attacked in Squads. 
| ‘The shops are well protected, the strikers 
claim, by private detectives, but..the coms 
pany has been unable to furnish each of ite 
180 meh with an individual guard. It has 
advised the men to travel from the shops in 
‘groups, but even this has proved of no avail, 
for gangs of from five to ten have been ate 
tacked and free-for-all fights have resulted.

Representatives of the company say the 
police have not really tried to quell the state 
of lawlessness, though many of the patrale 
men affirm that the strikers follow their men 
for blocks before daring to assault, and them 
only when no one is about.

Jeered by the Strikers. ; 
Smith came to Chicago on April 8 from 
Michigan City in answer to an advertise- 
ment in a Chicago paper. He was a skilled 


day night he left the shops with a fellow- 
employé whose name is not known.

As they passed the two saloons on the 
southeast and southwest corners: of Twelfth 
street and Washtenaw avenue they were 
greeted with yells of derision from a large 
crowd of striking machinists and pickets 
who are generally to be seen there.

Smith’s 
companion was on the, outside and halted, 
for he saw some one standing back of th 
corner watching him. 
Beaten Until Unconscious. 
Smith hurried on, and when he reachéé 
the corner he was seized by two men dressed 
as mechanics. He tried to fight, and called 
for aid, but his companion had fied. He was 
beaten over the head with what is supposed 
to have been @ gas pipe, until he fel) uncon- 


scious. 


Among the children was George Bok, whe 
lives in the row of flats near which the age 
sault occurred. He rushed toward the scene 
of the struggle and saw the two men run- 
ning north to the alley, midway between 
Twelfth and Grenshaw streets, and thence 
east toward Western avenue. 

The boy called for help, and two other none« 
union employés who happened along cam@e@ 
to ald the wounded man. They carried him 
to F. F. Behrens’ drug store at Twelfth and 
Western avenue, where Dr. James P. Way 
dressed his wounls.

“TI believe we will get the men who beat 
up Smith,” said Lieutenant Barret. “ It is 
difficult, for the district is in sympathy with 
the strikers, and the pickets will not talk. 
There is no doubt about the participation of 
the strikers or their sympathizers in the as- 
saults. Smith and James had no enemies 
who would undertake such crimes. There 
is no question but that a weapon similar to 
a piece of gaspipe was used. 

“There are four or five pickets watching 
every move made about the plant, and they 
are not fools enough to attack any one where 
We can see them atit. They follow the men 
a block or two, sometimes three and four, 
and then beat them up. We have not men 
enough to handle this case, but we will have.

Company Accuses Strikers. }

Club to Support Movement 
- for Improving Shore Line 
: East of Tracks. 


ANNUAL MEETING HELD. 


Reports Read and Project for 
Civil Work During Coming , 
Year Selected. 


A. A. MCCORMICK PRESIDENT. 


The Merchants’ club will support the move- 
ment to unite the Lake Front Park with 
Jackson Park by a parkway east of the 
IHinois Central railroad. Without a dis- 
senting vote the club, in its annual meeting 
at Kinsley’s last night, adopted a resolution 
pledging its aid. 

The resotution, which was introduced by 
B. E. Sunny, was passed in accordance with 
the plan’ of the club to take up a new move- 
ment each year and direct its efforts toward 
bringing about practical results in some line 
of civic improvement. 4 

The resolution was as follows: 

“Resolved, That the Merchants’ club 
heartily indorse the recommendation of the 
Executive commitee that this club take up 
the work of bringing to a successful con- 
clusion the plan to unite the Lake Front 
Park and Jackson Park by a new parkway 
to be made upon land reclaimed from the 
Jake; and, 

‘‘ Resolved, That the Executive committee 
be empowered and directed to appoint com- 
mittees and to take such other action on the 
part.of the club as may be thought by them 
calculated to bring this plan to a successful 
accomplishment.” 

Committee Soon to Be Named. 

The club will not hold another regular 
meeting until next fall, but the Executive 
committee will proceed to the selection of 
such committees as may be found necessary 
to carry out the plan. The committee will. 
be announced in a.few weeks. . 

Besides deciding to support the parkway 
the club went on record in favor of extend- 
ing its educational work throughout the city, 
More social centers will be established in the 
various schoolhouses if the necesary permis- 
sion of the Board of Education can be se- 
cured. 

By a resolution all the work of the retirin 
Educational committee was indorsed, and it 
was voted to extend the work as much as 
possible. The experiments of the club in 
maintaining six social centers during the 
last year was declared most successful. 

John V. Farwell Jr. read the report of the 
State Pawners’ society, which showed loans 
for the first year of its existence of $257,000, 
the second year of $400,000, and this year to 
date of $500,000.

DeWitt Talmage, the noted Presbyterian di- 


vine, died at 9 o’clock tonight at his residence 
in this city. 

It had been evident for some days that 
there was no hope of recovery and the at- 


The patient gradualy grew weaker until life 
passed away so quietly that even the mem- 
bers of the family, all of whom were watching 
at the bedside, hardly knew that it had gone, 
The immediate cause of death was inilamma- 
tion of the brain. 
Dr. Talmage was in poor héalth when he 
left Washington six weeks ago for a vacation 
and rest in Mexico. He was then suffering 
from influenza and serious catarrhal condi- 
tions . Since his return to Washington some 
time ago he had been quite ill.

During the long 
ordeal the boy did not shed a tear, and bee

Series of Fifteen Fires. 


Charlie was arrested by Captain Shippy at 
8:15 o'clock yesterday afternoon just as he 


fifteen fires in the course of thirty-nine hours, 
which had brought the people of South Chi- 
cago to a condition bordering on a panic. 
Although he was caught almost in the act, 
the youngster told falsehood after false- 
hood for two hours before he would admit 
setting the one fire. 

Even then he strenuously denied all knowl- 
edge of any of'the previous blazes and con- 
finement brought no better results. At 8 
o’clock he was again taken into Captain Ship- 
Py’s office, and after long questioning by 
Captain Shippy and Lieutenant Thomas

It is re- 
garded as a movement to support the school 
administration and thus offset the influence 
of the grade teachers, who have been work- 
ing independently in the ae federa- 
tion. 

The grade teachers, who are ou tside the 
principals’ organization, have named it “ The 
Cooley Confidential club.’’ Yesterday's meet- 
ing was held behind closed doors. 

Superintendent Cooley addressed the prin- 
cipals on the subject of organization. He 
advised them to get together, discuss educa- 
tional questions, and form their conclusions. 

“The principals,”’ he said, “should be- 
come a power in molding public sentiment. 
There is no reason why they should not 
exert as much influence as the grade teach- 
ers. I feel the need of hearing from the prin- 
cipals what they think about the educational 
situation. The principals’ club has an im- 
portant function. The principals are direct- 
ly related to the teachers and their educa- 
tional policies cannot help being made effec- 
tive. Individual efforts should sive way to 
an organized movement.’’ 


Support the Board’s Policy. 


The speeches of the priricipals nearly all 
were in favor of upholding the financial 
policy of the Board of Education. Kinder- 
gartens were supported in speeches and res- 
olutions, but at the same time the policy of 
discontinuing them at present was upheld. 

President Harris sounded one note of de- 
flection when he remarked that at the time 
the Finance committee made its report he 
had not been in favor of all the recom- 
mendations, but that, having agreed upon 
it, he believed it should be adhered to. He 
said the financial situation had been care-

BURKE'S SCHEME REVEALED. 


Alderman Frank Race of the Thirty-fifth 
Ward caused something of a sensation in 
political circles yesterday by announcing 
himself as a candidate for the Republican 
nomination for Congress in the Seventh Dis- 
trict. This puts him in direct antagonism 
with Alderman Raymer, who lives in the 
@Ame district and is also seeking the nomi-

MANY REPORTS HEARD. 


J. H. Moore Denies That Rock 
Island Is Interested in 
Stock Transaction. 


PRESIDENT LEEDS IN EAST. 


Out of a mass of conflicting reports, 
emanating from various quarters, Came one 
yesterday relating to the Louisville and 
Nashville deal which was generally accepted 
as the correct explanation of the remarkable 
flurry on the market. The conviction of 
those who have been watching the deal close- 
ly is that the control of the Louisville and 
Nashville already has or will pass to the 
Southern railway, and that Jehn W. Gates 
and the interests with whfch he is allied 
have been behind the whole movement. 

It was reported in Chicago during the day 
that control of the Louisville and Nashville 
would be turned over by Gates either to the 
Southern railway or to the Chicago, Rock 
Island and Pacific on a6or7 per cent guaran- 
tee of dividend on the stock, which now pays 
5 per cent dividend. He is admitted to be 
the owner of enough stock in the Louisville 
and Nashville to enable him to place it where 
he pleases. 


Moores Not in the Deal. 

The 1.,)0rt that the Moore brothers were 
interested with Gates in the purchase of the 
Louisville and Nashville for the Rock Island, 
and that the Moores were the real buyers 
of the road, through Gates as their agent, 
was not confirmed by J. H. Moore. 

**The report that we are acting through 
John W. Gates or for him in the deal fs ab. 
surd,’’ Mr. Moore said last evening. ‘I am 
neither qualified nor authorized to speak for 
Mr. Gates concerning his connection with 
the Louisville and Nashville negotiations, 
but if the Rock Island is interested in the 


“purchase of the road I have yet to learn of 


the fact.” 

The Moores are in control of the Rock 
Island, which recently voted an increase of 
$15,000,000 capital. ‘They are ambitious t> 
extend that system. They have just bought 
the Choctaw, Oklahoma and Gulf road, and 
have made arrangements for traffic connec- 
tions to California and México. They also

“Community of Interest ” Suspected. 
One of the authoritative reports coming 
from New York yesterday stated that the 
Settled belief in Wall street was that some 
sort of a ‘‘ community of interest ’’ deal be- 
tween the Rock Island and the .Southern 
railway would follow the change in Louis- 
ville and Nashville ownership. W. B. Leeds; 
President of the Rock Island, was in New 
York yesterday, while a conference was 
going on in the office of J. P. Morgan & Co., 
at which John W. Gates and representatives 
of the Southern roads were present. 
According to the statement of a prominent 
local railroad official, tha history of the 
Louisville and Nashville deal begins at the 
time of J. P. Morgan's recent trip to Europe 
as the representative of Southern railway 
interests. It is said that the Southern rail- 
way people, becoming alarmed at the 
strength and prosperity of the Louisville and 
Nashville, made an offer for a majority in- 
terest, which the foreign holders of stock 
declined, and Mr. Morgan went to Europe 
to reopen negotiations .with them. The 
Gates crowd learned of Mr. Morgan’s inten- 
tions, it is said, and at once began buying 
all the stock they could obtain, with a view 
of selling it to Morgan at an inflated price. 


Control Big Block of Stock. 

To what extent the Gates faction succeed- 
ed in its effort to ‘“‘ squeeze’”’ insiders by 
creating a scarcity of the stock is still a 
matter of conjecture, butiit is not doubted 
that the Gatés people are in a position to 
swing a large block of stock either way. 
The report from New York is that the direc- 
tors of the road who were short of the stock 
have settled with Gates, along with several 
houses which had sold the stock on orders 
from people. in anticipation of the listing of 
$5,000,000 additional capital on the New York 
exchange. 

Local people do not know anything about 
the story from New York that Gates bought 
the Louisville and Nashville to get revenge 
on August Belmont for an insult offered 
some time before. It is no secret that there 
are many men in Wall street who do not 
like Gates and his methods. The closing of 
the American Steel and Wire plants when 
Gates was chairman of the Board of Direc- 
tors of that corporation, causing a sharp 
fall in the stock and demoralization in the 
whole list, made Wall street blue. 


HUSBANDS HELD FOR MURDER. 


Grand Jury Indicts Widower of Sup- 
posed Suicide and Man Who 
i Shot His Wife. 


Portiand, Ind., April 12.—[Special.]—The 
special grand jury today returned first de- 
gree murder indictments against Charles 
Shepherd, who shot and killed his wife at 
Red Key and then attempted suicide, and 
James M. Ertel, whose wife was supposed 
to have committed suicide on the morning 
of Feb. 8 by cutting her throat with a razor. 
Shepherd was already in jail, and Ertel, who 
is past 50, was arrested late this afternoon 
at New. Mount Pleasant by a Deputy Sher- 
iff and brought here to pstson. He protests 
his innocence. In making the indictments 
the grand jury examined fifty witnesses. 
In the Ertel case the Coroner had returned 
a verdict of suicide, but so many strange 
rumors were in circulation that an investi- 
gation was ordered. Neither of the accused 
men will be tried until the next term of 
court.

University Man’s Views Declared Icon- 
oclastic by Dr. Julia Holmes Smith 
—Anthropologist Advised to Get a 
Good Wife and Change His Ideas on 
Barbaric Customs—Ministers Do Not. 
Question Authority of Explanation 
for Golden Circlet.. 


The statement of Professor Starr of the 
University of Chicago that the origin of the 
wedding ring was the ring by which the 
barbarian-led home his new slave, and that 
the use of the gold circlet was a survival of 
barbaric custom, finds even less favor with 
club women of Chicago than with the coeds 
at the university, to whom Professor Starr 
made his startling speech. | 

“ Iconoclastic,"’ narrow,” and “* crabbed ”’ 
are some of the terms applied to Professor 
Starr’s views, in retaliation for the term 
*“barbaric,’”’ which Professor Starr applied 
to the symbol of unity and wedded bliss. 

“This is simply another tie to barbarism 
which Professor Starr would have us believe 
exists,’’ said Mrs. Walter C. Nelson. “If he 
had said the noge ring was closely allied to 
the marriage customs of the barbarians his 
statement would be more plausible. There 
is not much place for a leading string to a 
wedding ring. What Professor Starr neetis 
is a good wife to revolutionize some of his 
notions on what a wedding ring means.” 


Calls Professor “ Narrow.” 


speaking as he does abou*® the wedding: 
ring, Professor Starr shows his narrow- 
ness,’ said Mrs. Thomas Banning. ‘‘ One 
expects a man who does all his work along 
one line to become narrow: Professor Starr 
is not capable of judging about the wedding 
ring and its real connection with barbarism. 
if he really had something to say about 
savage customs remaining in use he might 
have spoken of the wearing of birds and 
feathers in millinery. 
one might easily see was taken from the 
barbarians. Professor Starr does not seem 
to see that the most highly civilized peoples 
of the earth cling to jewelry, and particu- 


larly to the wedding ring.” 


Would Preserve Its Sentiment. 

“The declaration of Professor Starr-is a 
piece of iconoclasm,” sald Dr. Julia Holmes 
Smith. ‘I can’t see why he should choose 
to speak in such terms of the wedding ring, 
the giving and receiving of which is one of 
the most beautiful customs of the age. This 
is a modern age, yet such iconoclastic state- 
ments are not in keeping with the spirit of 
the times. We are not yet so hardened as 
to not look upon the wedding ring as a holy 
thing, not to be classed with barbarian 
trinkets. We do not want the associations 
surrounding the wedding ring to be robbed 
of any of their sentiment.” 


Statement Not Questioned. 

Ministers whose congregations are made up 
largely of university people regarded the 
statement of Professor Starr with interest, 
but none of them questioned his authority. 

“It is not remarkable that the wedding 
ring should have originated with semi-sav- 
ages,”” declared the Rev. F. E. Dewhurst, 
pastor of the University Congregational 
Church, “ Many of the customs of our pre’s- 
ent time can be traced back to the days when 
people had reached a stage of but slight civ- 
ilization, and the wedding ring must certain- 
ly have come’ down from the ages. Some 
beautifub customs have come down to us

“‘ There is no scriptural mention of the use 
of the ring in the wedding ceremony,” said 
the Rev. John L. Jaokson. “‘ It probably has 
come down to us merely as a custom.

Womanliness is the keynote of all Mme. 
Ternina’s portrayals, and in none of them is 
it more strongly sounded or more admirably 
in place than in her impersonation of this 
Walktire maid, whose goddess qualities have 
been stripped from her by her love for Sieg- 
fried. 

Briinnhilde in ‘‘ Gdtterd’mmerung is an 
entirely different being from the Briinnhilde 
in Walkiire ’’—she is no longer the “ un- 
feeling maid,’’ such as she calls Waltraute 
and such as all Wotan's warrior daughters 
were. Through disobedience and love she has 
Jearned sympathy, pity, self-sacrificing de- 
votion—in a word, womaniliness—and it. is 
because of this all-dominating attribute that 
Briinnhilde in the last section of the trilogy 
lies so peculiarly and so completely within 
the scope of Mme. Ternina’s highest and 
loveliest powers. 

The joyousness in the first scene with 
Siegfried; the ecstatic proclamation of her 
love in the dismissal of Waltraute; the 
broken-spirited submission to Gunter, 
changing to the fierce anger of outraged 
and wronged womanhood when she meets 
Siegfried and believes him faithless; the 
contempt for Gunther when she realizes 
how he won her; and the final comprehension 
of Siegfried’s guiltlessness and of the part 
she is to play in the final removal of the 
Nibelung’s curse—these are the striking mo- 
ments in Mme. Ternina’s portrayhl. 

Mr. Bandrowski was not. sufficiently 


sing without an eye fixed firmly on Mr. 
Damrosch, a oondition not conducive to the 
freedom necessary for effective dramatic or 
vocal work, He makes a good-looking hero, 
and in the parts where he was certain of him- 
self sang and acted with considerable under- 
standing and moderate effectiveness.

Schumann-Heink 
made the retaining of the Waltraute scene 
entirely justifiable by the splendor of her 
work. The omission of the scene between 
Siegfried and the Rhinedaughters was to be 
regretted, for it is one of the most beauti- 
ful in the trilogy, and the final conflagra- 
tion was bungled to an extent that barely 
escaped the ludicroys, and was entirely in- 
excusable.. 

In the afternoon Pagliacci and “* Caval- 
leria”’’ were given, but, Miss Scheff being in- 
disposed, Mme. Seygard had to sing Nedda, 
and, Mr.“De Marchi being still unable to 
appear, Mr. Salignac had to drop Turiddu, 
for which he was cast, and do Camo, which 
necegsitated Mr. Bars singing Turiddu.

SHOWS WORK FOR WOMEN 


MRS. MARY E. HOLMES TELLS OF 
NEED FOR Y. W. 0, A 


Silver Jubilee of Organization Brings 
Forth Statement from Prominent 
Member Which Startles Large Audi- 
ence—Organized Societies for En- 
ticing Girls from Country Declared 
to Exist—Dr. Sarah Hackett Steven- 
son Gives Advice on Exercise, 


Need: for the continued existence of the 
Young Women’s Christian association was 
made clear at the celebration of that organ- 
ization’s silver jubilee last night by Mrs. 
Mary E. Holmes, one of several speakers 
who addressed the members and friends of 


the association who assembeld at its build-. 


ing at 288 Michigan avenue. 

Mrs. Hoimes is at the head of the women 
who visit the railroad stations and seek to 
aid any young women who come to the city 
as strangers in search of employment. She 
startled her audience with her relation of the 
dangers surrounding young women in the 
city. She spoke of organizations secret in 
their methods which had for their chief and 
only aim the corruption of young women. 
Throughout her entire address Mrs. Holmes 
referred to her personal experiences and the 
knowledge she had gained while engaged in 
the work of the association at the railroad 
stations. 


Women Enticed to City. 


‘‘We know, as few of you know,” said 
Mrs. Holmes, ‘ of the well organized soci- 
eties which exist for the purpose of enticing 
young women to the city for the purpose 
of forcing them into an evil life. It has been 
well authenticated that there is a price of 
$50 set upon every young girl that is brought 
to these evil persons, and time after time 
our women have been compelled to snatch 
girls from the hands of the well-dressed 
and smooth young men who visit the stations 
for the purpose of enticing them away with 
promises of a good situation and a good 
home. 

Our women visit the stations at all times 


| of the day and night, meeting the principal 


trains that come in from the country. They 
have become expert in reading human char- 
acter. In almost every case they can pick 
out the runaway girland the unsophisticated 
country girl coming to the city for the first 
time.”’ 

The Rev. W. D. Mackenzie touched upon 
the same subject in his talk upon the ef- 
forts of the association, and declared that 
by doing this particular work it filled one of 
the greatest needs in the great metropolitan 
city. 

Mrs. Edward G. Clarke, first President of 
the association, outlined the history of its 
founding and paid tribute to the women 
who first realized the need for such a soci- 
ety, and by whose work and energy the funds 
were raised tostartit. 


Gives Advice on Exercise. 


Dr. Sarah Hackett Stevenson spoke on “A 
Sound Mind and a Sound Body,” incidentally 


advocating the performance of such house- | 
hold work as sweeping and baking in prefer-_ 


ence to gymnastic exercises. Dr. Stevenson 
said in the course of her address: 

‘The true way to exercise is by doing some 
useful labor, and, although I am a believer 
in gymnasiums, and am glad to see that this 
association has one so well equipped and 
that the apparatus looks as though it had 
been well used, I think that you would all 
be better if you would sweep a room or make 
bread every day and take long walks, swing- 
ing the arms vigorously. : 

“The times have changed, and it is no 
longer considered fashionable, as it was 
twenty-five years ago, for young womem to 
be invalids. In those days young men and 
women, wishing to appear as students, sat 
up and burned the midnight oil and made 
themselves thin and cadaverous in an effort 
to appear wise. I think that it is somewhat 
due to the efforts of the physicians that men 
and women have come to see that in order 
to have sound minds they must pay attention 
to the body. We have no better example of 


this than in President Roosevelt, who all 


his life has been an athlete, and than whom 
no one has a more vigorous mind.” — 

The large dining-rooom of the association 
building contained several hundred men and 
women, who took deep interest in the signifi- 
cance of the event. The Rev. Frank Crane 
acted as toastmaster and Mrs. Charles Howe, 
President of the association, presided. Music 
was furnished by the St. James choir and 
Miss Jeanette Allen and Miss Florence Webb. 
Among others who spoke were the Rev. 
Camden M. Cobern and Mrs. John Duncan 
of Louisville, Ky.

when Count Potocki lost 3,000,000 crowns in 
twenty minutes at baccarat, resulted in an 
investigation into clubs and gambling gen- 
erally, Emperor Francis Joseph’ being se- 
riously annoyed at the condition of things. 
The trial was concluded on Thursday. 

Count Potocki, who became naturalized 
as a Russian subject in order to inherit 
estates tn Russian Poland, as a Russian sub- 
ject must be banished from Austria for play- 
ing games of hazard. 
won the money, is also banished. Upto now 
he has been a member of the Hungarian Par- 
Hament and as lucky on the turf as at cards. 
He won the Austrian Derby and many other 
races last year. 

His counsel pleaded he could not be ban- 
ished,.as he was a member of Parliament 
and a member of the Delegations sitting 
alternately in Vienna and Budapesth. The 
Judge overruled this plea.

FRANCE AND RUSSIA JOIN IN 
THREAT TO MOROCCO. 


Combined Squadrons of the Dual Alli- 
ance United in a Mediterranean Sea 
Demonstration Which Is Taken as 
a Warning to the Great Powers That 
the Two Nations Will Act Together

Admiral Tchouchine, and a squadron of 
three French ships under Rear Admiral

—Russia, for example—in Morocco or France, 
for instance, in northern Chinese waters, 
may be at stake. r |

Cannot Follow Prince Henry. 

If the Prince had been able to crose the 
border of Canada at the time of the Me- 
Kinley funeral he thought it would have 
been a gracious act, but it was not considered 
advisable at the time, and a visit to America 
in. the footsteps of .Prince Henry is un- 
likely now. 

Another prominent man said he believed | 
it impossible for royalty to accept the in- 
vitation of a body of merchants, even if it 
were thought desirable to let the Prince 
make the journey. But a member of Partia- 
ment who is close to the ministry made light 
of this objection, saying the United States 
has established its own usages and precer 
dents, which Europe is growing more and 
more disposed to accept. He thought that, 
in view of the Prince's Indian trip and the 
pressure of otherematters, the acceptance 
of the New York invitation is unlikely, but 
he believed it would be a good thing for both 
countries if the Prince could go.

. First Crop of Peace Rumors. 

The proven falsity of most of Friday’: 
peace rumors has by no means discourageét 
either the hopeful city men or purveyors 
of mild British sensations for a _ half- 
penny evening press. A fregh crop is cur- 
rent today, but not so vigorously circulated. 
Such tales as that of a serious difference, 
of opinion between Hicks-Beach and Cham- 
berlain, which would be more likely to re- 
late. to the provisions of the budget than 
to peace terms, and which both have taken 
unusual and almost un-Dnglish pains to 
deny, are difficult to trace to any source. 
The better part of Fleet street had not heard 
of them until the Press association sent out 
a denial after midnight. 


Yesterday’s Cabinet Meeting. 

That today’s tmportant Cabinet meeting 
is called primarily to consider peace terms, 
however, ts an idea firmly fixed in the com- 
mon mind, and the belief that peace is near | 
at hand is generally accepted, despite the 
Meredulous tone affected by prominent jour- 
nals here and on the continent, and the 
pending departure of 21,000 fresh troops to 
the seat of war. 

Too much reliance cannot be placed on the 
statement that today’s Cabinet meeting is 
sudden, as Cabinet meetings are frequent 
at this period of the session,.and the fact 
that Sir Michael Hicks-Beach got out of @ 
sick bed to attend it seems to indicate that 
he needs the advice of his associates on 
some point in the budget. 

‘Some ingenious folks near Capel court have 
been spreading the idea that the Chancellor's 
reported {llness is purely diplomatic and that 
the real reason for postponing the budget 
is the imminence of peace, when the terms 


might be considerably modified. It would 


be unlike Sir Michael to consent to such sub- 
terfuge, and, moreover, his physical appear- 
ance when he stepped from his carriage in 
Downing street today effectively disposed 
of that rumor. The hope that ex post facto 
as well as paying import duties will be re- 
sorted to instead of. further increase in the 
income tax ts as strong out ef the city as 
the hope that a guaranteed Transvaal loan 
will be substituted fora hiew issue of consols.

The almost rampant adulation of Ceell 
Rhodes this week, his funeral, and the pub- 
lication of his extraordinary will, which 
marks the articles of a majority of the 
newspapers and the talk of some of the 
sanest conservatist Britons, is certainly not 
discreditable to. the man’s real greatness 
as an empire builder and the largenese of 
his ideas, perhaps .too often undervalued 
by hie countrymen during hie life, and es- 
pecially in his later years. , 

But the Non-Comformist and. anti-Impe- 
rialist press has much to say on the other 
side. The publication by W. T. Stead of 
the mess of schoolboyish notes which may, 
as he says. remind one of Napoleon, but 
certainly not of Solomon, has hurt hie re- 
pute in some quarters, while the difficul- — 
tiles surely to be encountered im carrying 
out his splendid educational legacy are be- 
ginning {o be felt.

THE “MISTAKES” OF ROOSEVELT.

HOW TO ESCAPE MAMER. 

“The politicians of Cook County are ap- 
parently resolved to unite on Chris Mamer 
as the candidate for Cierk of the Supreme 
Court. The action in Springfield at the 
meeting of the State Central committee in 


deciding to nominate the clerk first and in. 


issuing the call for the State convention 
accordingly, can have no other significance. 

Mamer probably will have the solid vote 
of Cook County, because the Supreme Court 
clerkship will be the only office on the State 
ticket: demanded by the politicians for the 
county. No doubt Mamer will be nom- 
inated. There is but ome way of escaping 
the misfortune of his election.. The natural 
remedy for such a nomination will be ‘for 
the Democrats to nominate against Mamer 
just the opposite kind of man—one who shall 
be competent in all respects and shall com- 
mand the confidence of the people of the 
State. If there is “a scratching chance ” 
of the defeat of Mamer the Cook County 
Republicans will avail themselves of it.

Baldness begins in the area where the blood supply ie weakest—usually

If the pressure be on the 
vessels above the eyes (the supra-orbital) the baldness will be of the “ high 


forehead ” type. Usually the head becomes bald above the line of pressure 


by the hat, but not below that line. 

_ The foundation of baldness is often laid in boyhood, since pressure 
upon the blood vessels at that time retards their growth and prevents their 
perfect development. This accounts for occasional baldness in the twenties, 
The inference is that children should not wear any covering for the head 
except in inclement weather, and then only a cap that rests upon the top of 
the head and does not grip the scalp. 

The recent illness of young Roosevelt, son of the President, has been 
attributed to the custom of the boys in Groton school taking long walks 
‘bareheaded. The boys may have been indiscreet in facing bad weather, 


see that mére moral labor was not better than séleners, and some of these 
men long ago foreshadowed many of the elements of modern methods. 

A prison was built in Ghent in 1775 by Viscount Vilain XIV., Burgo- 
master of that town. The construction of this prison has had a deter- 
mining infinence upon the? form ‘and structure of all prisons in our own 
time. Dr. F. H. Wines attributes to Vilain the credit of being the father 
of modern penitentiary science. At his prison there were rules of govern- 
ment ‘and the organization of the labor of the prisoners. The manage- 
ment understood the use of prisoners in productive labor as one of the 
prime agents for reformation. The projector appreciated the importance 
of choosing various industries in which to employ penitents, but he in- 
sisted that only those should be utilized under which there would be the 
least possible competition with outside labor. Among the industries there 
were carding, spinning, weaving, shoemaking, tailoring, carpentry, and 
the ‘manufacture of wool and cotton cards. There were still kept up in 
this prison some of the old forms of penal labor which were approver then 
to hare some disciplinary eect. 

The great reformers, Howard and Baccaria, who did their aed work 
in the latter part of the eighteenth century, were alive not only to the 
usefulness but to the necessity of employing prisoners in productive labor 
and of engaging in the education of convicts. These then were sure that 
purely penal labor had no reformatory elements in it, but that practical, 
productive labor would undoubtedly secure some refractory results. 

All through the nineteenth cextury these questions received more or 
less attention, but during the last quarter of it immense changes were 


brought about not only in methods relating to the management of prisons | 


but in the employment of prisoners.: Economic reasons induced labor re- 
formers everywhere to make an attack upon the methods of employing con- 
victs. When it was thoroughly understood that penal labor was bad in 
every respect, the state everywhere undertook to conduct prisons on what 
may be called a treasury basis—that is, the utilization of prison labor in 


such a way as to make that labor pay the expenses of the prison and per- 


haps bring some profit to the public treasury. These results were sought

goods. This brought the attention of labor reformers to prison Iabor, but 
‘the greatest result which bas come from their attack has been in calling 
attention to the real condition of prisoners as well as to the methods under 
which their labor was employed. | 

While prison labor affected wages and prices under the contract system 
to some extent, enough at least to incite the antagonism of organized labor, 
the real great question was whether prisoners were being employed in such 
a way as to work their reformation or otherwise. Political parties then 
took up the question, and the matter was agitated in many places, labor 
reformers demanding in some parts of the country that prisoners should not 
be employed at any productive lahor at all. This position was soon aban. 


_doned, however, and thén the demand came that they should be em- 


ployed in snch a way as to secure the least competition with free labor on 
the outside of prisons, adopting the thought of the Burgormaster of Ghent. 

Under the reformatory measures various systems were projected, with 
the view of avoiding the contract system, until today we have two groups 
of systems—first, those under which the product of profits of prison labor 
is shared by the state with private individuals, firms, or corporations. 
Under this group three distinct systems are authorized, being known re- 
spectively as the contract system, the piece-price system, and the lease 
system. Under all these the state ‘has a financial advantage, but the con- 
tractors or lessees have a greater advantage. 

Second, systems under which conviets are Winphed wholly for the benefit 
of the state or its political subdivisions or public institutions. Under this 
specific systems, known as the public-account sys- 
tem, the state-use system, and the public-ways-and-works system. The 
methods named under this group are those which are attracting miore at- 
tention than any others. Under them penologists see the greatest advan- 
tages to be derived from the employment of prisoners. They abandon in a

FOREIGN POLICY OF KINGDOM 


[FOREIGN CORRESPONDENCE OF THETRIBUNE. } 

ROME, March 28.—Important lessons may 
be learned from the latest Italian crisis. At 
the beginning of his reign, as is well known, 
Victor Emmanuel III. copied his first essay 
in general politics from the model of the 
Freneh anti-Clerical combination. Follow- 
ing. the lessons of Machiayelli and Guicciar- 
dinl, the young King. eager for success and 
power, made up his Zanardelli-Giolitti min- 
istry. M. Waldeck-Rousseau’s luck capti- 
vated the Quirinal. 

In the general tipsetting of affairs the 
French mode] took on the proportions of a 
method of government. Between the Social- 
ist upheaval from below and the tread of the 
Suelphs from above, the house of Savoy was 
siif_lne under the general disapproval. The 
federative regionalism of the one party and 
the republican ideal of the other were not 
reassuring@or the future of the dynasty. 

During his twenty-two years of political 
nonchalance Humbert I. allowed the impend- 
ing forces, in harmony with the genius of 
italy, with the fundamental interests,of the 
people, and with the, equilibrium of Papal 
Rome, to atta'n their historical development. 
The military, mathematical unity was 
erumbling like a house whose walls are 
cracked, end on these new ruins the royal 
pyramid. tottered. 

King’s Early Training. 

Brought up by Queen Margherita to dis- 
trust the Pope, to admire the Hohenzoilerns, 
to endeavor to get the best of France, and 
io worship the House of Savoy, the young 
King, on entering upon public life, looked 
around for a lever. He found two, the 
French anti-clerical combination and the 
jrawing together of France and Italy. The 
first was successful fonthe time being beyond 
the Alps; why should ft not work in Italy? 
At the same time the young Socialist party, 
of which Sig. Nitti is the leader, advocated 
an alliance with the extreme Left on the 
broad basis of social reforms. Contact with 
the people, the progressive infiltration of 
democracy would infuse life-bringing blood 
into the old, atrophic veins. 

Thus the anti-clerical cvalition is made up 
on the French model, with the difference that 
in Italy the monarchy drives the ill-assorted 
team. The contradictions frightened sensi- 
ble and observing men, but the young King, 
impatient, like ail beginners, inexperienced, 
eager for success, made the venture.~ 


Difficulties to Face. 


In Italy the difficulties experienced in 
France were aggravated. Socialism rushed 
into power, it organized strikes, mobilized 
all its foilowers, cajoled the indefinite army 
of the poor and wretched, and made the 
middie classes shudder with fear that was 
not unreasonable. Royalty seemed to hover 
complacently above this human dust storm, 
mut society shook under. the tramp of the 
ravenous creatures, which the ‘‘ Fourth Es- 
‘tate’ was shaping into’a disciplined body. 

That is the reason for the crisis. An in- 
teresting philosophic glimpse into history 
is afforded by it. After the Rennes verdict 
the coalition ministry in France turned 
what was an accidental collaboration into 
@ theory of government. With the aid of 
the money power and of the Socialist masses 
the anti-clericais dreamed of a permanent 
coalition which should bring about by peace- 
ful methods the Socialist 1789. Saint-Simon's 
utopia, without the phalanstery, was to 
reign on asthe guiding star of humanity. The 
Jews would handle the finances and man- 
age the new power, the Socialists would pro- 

Vide the trvops. France, as in 1789, would 

ome the crucible of a new revolution, 
which like that of a century ago would spread 
over the whole world. 


Coalition Finds Favor. 


In fact, the coalition and the ministry's 
methods were greeted almost everywhere 
with favor. Italy first copied the ingenious 
invention. At Brussel# M. Anseele, M. Van- 
dervelde's lieutenant, promised the support 
of the Svucialists to any government, even 
a despotic one, provided it adopted the 
French principles. On the edge of the Boh- 
‘merwald the anti-Clerical forces combined 
in the furious Los von Rom movement, the 
yrelude to pan-Germanism. Even in Switz- 
erland, where socialism has preserved its 
nadependence, some newspapers advocate an 
tillance. 


Germany, composed of varying elements 
stands on her guard. The, 


and peculiar, 
Jew still watches the Lohengrin, who has 
turned business-man, as a curious phenom- 
enon. He observes, waits, and spréads his 
nets. The Socialists, on the other hand, are 
powerful and willful and impatient of any 
collar. 


Limits of the Union. 


The union so far is limited to violent anti- 
clericalism and a strong attack on the good 
name of France. We might say that on the 
German side of the Rhine prophets and lead- 
ers for the time being are waiting for cer- 
tain changes to take place. . 

Such is the power of the anti-clerical alli- 
ance. It is an international force, a general 
method of domination. Hence the impor- 
lance to general affairs of the check given 
to the coalition in Italy. The failure is al! 
the more marked becausé*the young King. 
in his address from the throne, had declared 
that the program of the Italian ‘‘ Waldeck ” 


Cabinet was his own. .The attempt and the 


pitiable failure argusé enthusiasm; they 
throw a distant light on what is possible in 
France. The downfall in Italy was brought 
about by the fright, the shiver at the death 
dance of the clumsy young Socialists. The 
young King is obatinate, “and upholds his 
Cabinet against the vote of Parliament. 
The ministry remains in office, but the coali- 
Yon is broken up, and Italy begins her Sisy- 
phus task all over again. 


Emmantiel’s Foreign Policy. 
The new internal policy determined the for- 
tign policy. The French Ministers and par- 
des hoped for the alliance with the Quirinal 
aS the neceseary conégequence of the sec- 
tarian anti-clerieal policy.. For this reason 
their representative at Rome, M. Barrére, 
hoisiiy urged the drawing chose of France 
and italy. England blessed the nuptials. as 
the best means of turning aside and spoiling 
the Franco-Russian alllance.. Germany for 
the moment shut her eves; France's friend- 
ship pays for Italy's guns and ships and the 
Quirinal is becoming areal power once more. 
Thus when the Kaiser's pan-Germanism is 
ripe. Italy, frée on the side of the Alps, will 
again make her attack.on the Adriatic, Aus- 
tria, caught’ between two fires, will fall tothe 
earth and break up Nke Venetian giass, and 
im the center of Burope the new empire of. 
the West will arise, covering the earth with 
its shadow from Antwerp and Amsterdam to 
Venice and Salonica.

Working and Middle Classes Insist on 
the One Man, One Vote. 
System. | 


BRUSSELS, April 12.--The impetus to vio- 
lence and riot throughout Belgium has a 
distinctly Socialist origin. It must not be 
confused with anarchism, which so often 
seeks to shelter itself under the cloak of, 
socialism. Belgian Socialists are now 
The present franchise, on its surface, is 
of a thoroughly popular type, for every 


man of the age of 25 has a vote. This was 


gained by the last great demonstration, 


‘about eight years ago, when the C:erical 
party was frightened into submission. But | 


the people now complain that the franchise 
is so weighted with provisions for plural 
voting, with property qualifications, and 
other fancy restrictions, that the working 
classes fire deprived of representation in 
the great centers of population, where they 
are numerically paramount. 

There are two upper classes of voters, one 
with three votes, the other with two votes 
each, according to. station and education. 
The Socialists show that this system was 


the workingman. The populous centers now 

demand “ one man, one vote,”’ and that the 
Combine Against Catholics. 

At the general election two years ago thir- 

ty-three Radicals, thirty-three Socialists, 

and eighty-five Roman’ Catholics were re- 

turned. The two former sections have since 


‘combined as an anti-clerical party to force 


the Socialist program of universal suffrage,

The government wishes to take the votes 
on the provisional credits first, promising to 
introduce the question of revision after- 
wards. The opposition distrusts this, fear- 
ing that once the credits are voted the House 
will be dissolved. The fact that King 
Leopold favors universal suffrage while the 
government must recognize the real danger 
of revalution renders it certain that a con- 
cession will again be made to the popular 
demand. 


_ Ground for Apprehension. 
Nevertheless, there is unquestionably real 
ground for apprehension among the teeming 
artisan population of the French-speaking 
provinces in the south, always pecullarly 
cpen toincitement todisorder. Added to this 
is the threat of the Council General of the 
Labor Institute of a general'strike, while 
most serious of all is the danger of the atti- 
tude of the military, on which the govern- 
ment must rely to suppress any outbreak. 
The Soldiers undoubtedly to a great extent 
sympathize with the people, and may partly 
fail the government. The temper of the 
people is evidently thoroughly aroused now, 
and it seems that only a timely concession, as 
was made eight years ago, can avert serious 
outbreak, as trouble was ayerted then. 


SIDNEY COOPER’S WORK SOLD. 


Five Hundred Lots of Pictures by Noted 
Animal Painter Placed on Auc- 
tion in London.

LONDON, April 12.—At Christie’s auction- 
rooms today there was the first of a three 
days’ sale by orders/ of the executors of the 
whole of the remaining works of the late 
veteran animal painter, Sidney Cooper, ex- 
cepting four works painted for this year’s 
Royal Academy exhibition. 
Cooper had exhibited in the Academy for 
sixty-seven years without a break. The 
sale consists of some 500 lots, no unfinished 
canvas elementary study or pencil drawing 
being considered too slight to be included. 
This afternoon a few water colors, with 142 
paintings, realized a total. sum of $34,710. 

The highest. price water color was a study 
of Topford Manor in Kent, which went at 
$875. An oil painting, ‘*‘ Pushing Off For Til- 
bury Fort,’ painted in 1884, was sold for 
$2,800. Half a dozen oil paintings, of which 
four had been in the Academy, realized up- 
wards of $1,000, and another six upwards of 
$500. The remainder, of which many were 
small, realized comparatively little.

DEATH ENDS OLD ROMANCE | 


FINAL. ACT OF MRAGEDY GIVEN 


AN SON ORA, MEXICO. 


Ferdinand iamires, Last of a Noted 


Family, Goes to Father’s Former 

Home to Die—Century Sees Descent 

from Wealth to Extreme of Poverty 

—Peannut Stand in Los Angeles Sole 

Support of Only Representative of 
Noble Race for Years. 


Los Angeles,Cal., April 12.—[Speeial.}]--The, 
last act of a tragedy was ended when Fer- 
dinand’ Ramirez died, in a little mountain 
town in the interior of Sonora, Mexico, two | 
days ago. 
Ramirez took passage on a Southern Pa- 
cific train last Sunday at this place, being 
then in the last stages of pulmonary con- 
sumption. This drama was enacted through 


In 1820 the family of Ferdinand Ramirez 
emigrated from Spain to the west coast of 
Mexico, settling in what is now the State of 
Sonora. In the veins of the wife and mother 
ran the blue blood of a long line of .the 
Spanish nobility, and on Ramirez's side the 
relationship was direct to the Spanish Kings 
of the time of Columbus. The name “ Fer- 
dinand "’ has come down in the family from 
father to son ever since the days of the great 
Ferdinand, the husband of Isabella. 


Settle in Lower California. 


Shortly after their arrival in Mexico dis- 
tant relatives in the north began to send back 
glowing accounts of the matchless advan- 
tages of southern California, and thither the 
family, father, mother, and two sons, went. 
They stopped somewhere in the south of 
Orange County, tradition says on the rancho 
of Sefior Castillo, a Mexican of great wealth, 
to whom the family was distantly related. 
Spanish courtesy forbade them to take their 
departure too early, and so they lingered on, 
receiving thankfully the hospitality of their 
host, and yet repaying him in ways of their 
own. Thetwosons, grown men, soon became 
profitable factors in the care of the big prop- 
erty, while the father, thanks to his gracious- 
ness and learning and mental superiority, 
was welcome as long .as he should choose to 
stay. 

There was not much change in the easy- 
going ways of this rancho. And the Ramirez 
family, accustomed from generation to gen- 
eration to following the easy life of the Cas- 
tilian gentry, kept their lazy traditions here, 
Truly, they did no worse than the rest of their 
blooded countrymen. 


Heads of Family Killed. 


Then the Gringo came. In the little war) 
of the American occupation, the two male 
members of the hou&Se of Castillo were killed, 
and the women folk fled southward. The 
ranch property, deserted, fell into the hands 
of the Ramirez brothers, the father having 
died some years before. 

The eldest claimed the land by reason of 
his age, all of it; while the younger clamored 
with all the fury of his hot southem blood for 
a more just division. To his undoing the 
elder did not hear, and one day was found in 
an arroyo near the hacienda with his skull 
crushed:in; this was the qgnly way—knife 
thrusts would have been too palpable. Of 
course, he had been throwin from his horse. 
There was great lamentation from the be- 
reaved younger one. | 

But the good luck which bad preceded the 


‘Ramirez family through the centuries had , 


turned, and with the death of the eldest, 
Ferdinand, commenced the downfall. The 
whole bottom fell out of their vast property 
holdings. The Dargain-hunting Yankee 
came, and by blandishments and promises 
wormed away from them the entire estate 
before their ponderous commercial slowness 
realized that anything was being done. 
Whatever papers they had for the sale 
turned out to be worthlese. 


‘Father Succumbs to Griéf. 


The ‘hheart-broken father, an exile and al- 
most penniless, died, presumably of grief 
and disappointment. His only child, the son 
who bore the honored name, tried in a half- 
hearted way to support the widowed moth- 
er, and driftéd from hacienda to hacienda, 
visiting where’and as long as he could, and 
working only when he had to. ; 

He eventually married anu died in a brawl! 
when his child was onlya yearold. The wife, 
a half-breed Indian girl, came toward Los 
Angeles and settled in a shanty near the 
Plaza, giving herself and her babe such sup- 
port as her strength, skill, and racial lazi-. 
ness would permit. . 

But the hatred of the “Gringo” fived in 
the blood. Years ago Senora Ramirez died 
rather than accept help at the hands of the 
invaders. 

So, the pitiful family pride staid longer 
than its etrength. The last Ferdinand Ram- 
irez would not allow the charity of the be~ 
loved church to tide him over an exhausting 
illness, nor set him once more upon his feet 
in a financial way. And why? Because the 
incumbents of the priests’ places were none 
of his blood. . Then, over the sensitive, 
dreamy mouth of long generations of picked 
ancestors he grew a beard, that the classic 
features of the passing house might not be 
disgraced. 

Finally Goes South to Die, «= 

Bome of his own people helped him to buy 
a little peanut stand, and with it set up on 
the edge of the Los Angeles Plaza he man- 
aged to exist. But a few years of the cold 
night air, the scant food, and unwholesome 
lodging, perhaps the enfeebling taint of five 

centuries of luxurious progenitors, told. 
With a little hacking cough, wasted away 
so that all he could do Was to lie still and 
look up at the blue sky and dream, the last 
Ferdinand Ramirez started for the South- 
ern mountains on the overland, never to re- 
turn, and sent by the pity of friends only 
when he was too feeble to prevent. 

No hint of his story came from him, and 
not until he was away beyond the cruelty of 
the rapacious world of modern commerce 
did those who knew him hest dare say any- 
thing about it. Sometimes, they say, he 
would never answer to his true name, giving 
another, that he might not hear the old name 
pronounced roughly and unconcernedly by 
unthinking strangers of.another land, who 
could neither know nor care for all the faded 
splendor that it meant. Like his ‘taciturn 
mother, he could die suffefing, but he could 
not speak.

Chicago, April 11.--[Editor of The Tribune.]—

The action of the Bar association has aroused 
the antagonism of the two parties and they will! 
justify themselves in paying no attention to the 
recommendations as manifested at the bar pri- 
maries. Among other reasons that the small num- 
ber of votes which ‘will be recelved by each candi- 
date is without significance. 

The fact that the members of the bar may be 
conceived to be better able to pass in judgment 
upon the qualifications of aspirants for judicial 
honors is no reason why they should arrogate to 
themselves the dictation of such nominations any 
more than a Board of Real Estate Agents should 
dictate the nominations of a Board of Assessors. 
The citizen at large and taxpayer has quite as deep 
an interest and there is no difficulty for those who 
can and will read the newspapers in being well in- 
formed as to the qualifications of the candidates. 

It is the history of this county that whenver the 
newspapers have opposed unfit judicial candidages 
they have invariably been defeated, and often de- 
feated the entire ticket upon which such unfit 
candidates were placed. : 

That my motive may not be misunderstood I de- 
sire to State that I am not and will not be a can- 
didate before the bar primaries or the political 
conventions’ for either a judicial or any other po- 
sition, and, unlike some of my brethren, I can 
easily resist the importunities of my dear friends.

“How to Get Cheaper Beef.” 

Des Moines, Ia., April 8 — {Editor of The 
Tribune.) — Your editorial in The Tribune 
of the 7th, headed 
Meat,’’ will give the people a wrong idea of the 
facts and deserves some attention. Mr. John P. 
Irish is the paid attorney of one of the largest cat- 
tle synditates in the country, and his statements 
must be taken with many grains of allowance. 
The National Live Stock association is not asking 
for a leasing law, but is opposed to it, and the cat- 


j tle barons and syndicates organized the American 


Cattle Growers’ association to do through it what 
they could not do through the national association. 

In a convention of cattle men that filled the 
Tabor Opera-House in Denver to discuss this 
leasing problem Mr. Irish told the convention: 
“You may defeat this proposition here, but I 
warn you that we shall beat'you when we get this 
question into Congress,’’ and the answer of that 
great convention was to vote it down by a vote 
of 10 to 1. 

These great cattle companies have falled to 
keep up the supply and output of beef annually— 
not on account of the condition of the ranges nor 
condition of the laws in the range States—but 
from the fact that the small stock farmers are 
crowding the big syndicates out and back, and 
that they no longer have forty acres of range for 
each steer in their herds. The system so long em- 
ployed by them is not suitable for the changed con- 
dittons in the range States, The time was when, 
if a drought prevailed and feed was short in one 
section, thousands of cattle were driven to another 
section. for summer or winter feed, but the closing- 
in process by the small cattle farmer has stopped 

all this. For temporary relief they resorted to 
fencing the public domain and hundreds of thou- 
sands of acres with all the water in sight were 
fenced, and are fenced today, in the vain attempt 
to stop the inevitable change that must come. If 
the. United States courts would compel the re- 
moval of all fences the conditions on the ranges 
would be improved at once. To the present ina- 
bility to drive to fresh pastures for tvinter feed, 
and the fact that these big companies make 
almost no provision for winter feed, ex- 
cept for their broncos, can be attributed the 
condition of their cattle in early spring and the 
failure of the present outppt. The whole system 
is wrong and must give way to a new and better 
order of things, and the sooner the better. Neither 
fencing nop leasing will long stay the onward 
march of the homesteader and small cattle-grower. 
and when they finally possess the land—as they 
will—with better cattle, better-feed, better care, 
and tmproved methods, the range question will 
be *settied and settled right. We will have three 
times the present output of beef cattle. and better 
beef, too. Mr Irish stands for the old order of 
things that is now making one last desperate stand 
before being swept away and out of sight—like the 
buffalo and Texas longhorn—fitting contemporaries 
of the now few remaining big cattle-raisers. 
They were useful in their day. but a newer and 
‘better civilization demands change. 

© The Governor of Texas told the National Live 
Stock association two years ago: ‘In twelve 
months more there will not be another acre to 
lease in Texas,.”’ and told them. also. of the 
thousands of dotlara of income derived for the 
benefit of the schools, and how in times of drought 
and failures in the cattle bustness al) the public 
schools are closed. Before the days of leasing tn 
Texas long strings of prairie schooners loaded with 
emigrants moving Into the State was a common 
sight, but now ig unknown as the lease system has 
shut them out. and new setflements with echoot- 


. houses and churehes are np longer to be seen. 


Leasing is odious at best asthe tenure fs too un- 
certain, and the holder has but one desire, which 
fe to. get out of and off from hi« holding ail he 
ean without regard to those that follow him. 

It takes people to make a State and people with 
hames to be a happy people. Settlements with 
small towns, schoolhoures. and churches are of 
greater value to the range States than big ranches 
with a few fence riders. The change is coming, and 
with it will come a better Civiligation as well as

Harry Neal has lost his suit for $40,000 
damages in Judge Clifford’s court against 
Abraham Kuh, Adolph Nathan, and Sieg- 
fried M. Fischet. who were owners of the 
building at 215 and 217 Van Buren. street 
which was destroyed by fire on Nov, 22.

ANSWERS A GRIIC 


GOVERNOR OF PHILIPPINES EX- 


PLAINS THE SEDITION LAW. 


Editor of Manila Freedom to Be Tried 
Not for Criticising the Policy of the 
Insular Government but for Charg- 
ing That the Members of the Com- 
mission Have Been Corruptly Re- 
celving Money—Will Be Given a 
Chance to Prove His Assertions. 


Cincinnati, O°, April 12.—Governor General 
Taft of the Philippines was today shown 1 
copy of the letter written by the Rev, David 
Phillipson, puWlished this morning. ‘After 
reading the letter, in which Dr. Philipson 
asserted that the editor of the Manila Free- 
dom had been arrested and was being pros- 
ecuted because he had criticised the policy 
of the Philippine commission, Governor Taft 
said: 

“Dr. Philipson is entirely tn error. The 


prosecution of the Freedom, as may per- 


haps be gathered from the dispatches, and 
as ] know from previous history, is for charg- 
ing that the members of the commission— 
or some of them, without naming any one— 
enjoy what is vulgarly known asa“ graft,’ 
that Is, that they are corruptly receiving 
money for their action as commissioners. 


Editor Must Prove Charges. 


* Prosecution has been begun, it is said, 
under the sedition law against the editor of 
the Freedom, in which he wil! have a full 
opportunity to show as a defense that such 
corruption exists, if it does exist. 

‘The action is begun under the sedition 
law because -it could not be prosecuted suc- 
cessfully under the libel law. Under a law 
of libel a charge that a public body or that 
a@ member of a public body is guilty of cor- 
ruption is not a charge upon which a suit 
by any particular member, no named, of that 
body can be founded. 

** Under the sedition law a charge of that 
kind against a governmental body can be 
prosecuted and the defendant given an op- 
portunity to show that it is true. 


Animus of the Charges. P 


“‘ The question presented simply is whether 
a newspaper shall be permitetd day after 
day to cahrge that the highest governmental 
body in the islands is composed of men who 
are corruptly using their power to make 
money without. any opportunity to any mem- 
ber of the body or to the body as°a whole 
to take action by a suit before a court regu- 
larly constituted to punis such malicious 
misstatements, if they are malicious, or to 
give the person making them the opportu- 
nity of showing that they are true. 

“The animus of the charges is manifest. 
The Freedom is a newspaper which has de- 
voted its columns always to the denuncia- 
tion of the Filipinos, to holding them up to 
the scorn of Americans, advocates with in- 
tensity the turning over the government 
from the civil to the military, and advo- 
cates the utmost severity of measures 
against the Filipinos. It attacks the com- 


mission daily for appointing Filipinos to | 
terested, nor are the streets described, Th 


office, for legislating in the interest of the 
Filipinos, and for not looking to the interest 
of Americans in the islands. It seeks to 
stir up American prejudices against the Fili- 
pinos, and, on the other hand, its unjust 
attacks upon Filipinos has a tendency to de- 
stroy the confidence of Filipinos in the 
friendly interest of Americans. A 


_ General MacArthur Continues. 


Washington, D. C., April 12.—The Senate 
Committee on the Philippines began its pro- 
ceedings today by adopting a resolution of- 
fered by Senator Carmack, calling upon the 
Secretary of War for all the orders, circu- 
lars, and official reports received from cum- 
manders and their subordinates in the Prov- 
inces of Tayabas, Batangas, Samar, and 
Laguna. 

General MacArthur was again today the 
only witness before the committee, and his 
examination was begun by Senator Culber- 
son, who called atention to the fact that 
there is testimony on file to the effect that 
(Jeneral Anderson had written to Aguinaldo 
inviting his codperation at Manila and that 
the latter had accepted. He then asked if, 
in view of these facts, the inference“*was not 
authorized that friendly coéperation was not 
desired by the American officials with the 
Filipinos in the attack upon the Spaniards. 

** Assuming the facts to be as stated,’’ the 
witness replied, ‘‘if that were all there is 
in the premises it might be admitted that in- 
ference was to be drawn as indicateh But 
there are other facts which form a part of 
the case and which show the coéperation in 
the attack on Manila was not a voluntary 
one On our part.”’ 


Filipinos Told to Keep Off. 


General MacArthur then related that on 
the evening previous to the attack upon 
Manila, after General Merritt had issued his 
order of battle, he (MacArthur) was in con- 
sultation with General Anderson, when the 
latter received a communication from Gen- 
eral Merritt directing the latter to inform 
Aguinaldo that the battle which was to take 
place the next day was to be between the 
Americans and the Spaniards, and that he 
must not participate under any  circum- 
stances. Aguinaldo was at that time, Gen- 
eral MacArthur sald, five miles away. 


Not a Sham Attack. | 

Senator Patterson then asked a series of 
questions intended to bring out the fact 
that there had been an understanding be- 
tween the American commander, General 
Merritt, and Admiral Dewey, and the Span- 
ish commanders, that the attack upon Ma- 
nila should be a mere feint with the view of 
securing a surrender with an appearance of 
a battle, but without any real fight. Genera! 
MacArthur said that if there had been such 
an understanding he knew nothing of it. 

‘‘If there was such an agreement the fact 
never reached me as a Brigadier General,” 
said General MacArthur, * and I have never 
yet heard it officially. All my orders were 
for battle.’’ 

“‘Have you any question now asa soldier 
and an officer of the army that there was 
an understanding that the resistance of the 
Spaniards was to be purely nominal?” asked 
Senator Patterson. . 

** Yes, I have a good deal of on 
that point,’’ replied the witness. ‘I have 
never seen anything to justify such an opin- 
ion outside of what I have seen in print.” 


No Enlistments for Africa.

A meeting was held and Mr. Krupp was 
requested by telegram to reinstate the old 
order of things. This request was refused, 
whereupon other mass-meetings of Krupp 
workingmen were held at Essen, Attendorf 
and Riittenscheid.

LTHOUGH sixteen performances 
of grand opera and two sacred 
concerts in fourteen days come 
perilously near constituting too 
much of a good thing, yet Chi- 
cago has to take its grand opera 
in this form, or not have it at all, 
and therefore may well accept the conditions 
with as good grace as it can command. The 
fortnight has contained much of enjoyment 
and interest, and although regular patrons 
doubtless feel today somewhat as if they 
had been stuffed, yet time and rest will bring 
relief, and many pleasant memories of Mr. 
Grau’s singers and their work will remain. 
Fifteen different operas have been given 
in the course of the sixteen performances, 
one double bill being offered, and two operas 
—* Carmen” and “ Magic Flute ’’—having 
had single repetitions. Of the fifteen, one 
(“ Manru’’) was an absolute novelty, two 
(“* Magic Flute ” and “* Rheingold ’’) had not 
been heard here in so many years that they 
to all intents and pu were new; and 
three (“Cid,”” “ Siegf and “Gotterdam- 
merung”’) were sufficiently unfamiliar to 
arouse musical curiosity. Six out of fifteen 
is a proportion certainly large enough to 
silence all complaints heretofore brought 
against Mr. Grau on the score of hackneyed 
repertory. A seventh work (“* Tosca ") was 
also included in the list of er aaah 
owingto the unfortunate ident that e 
Mr. De Marchi on the es ema night it had 
to be abandoned, *“ Tannhiiuser’”’ being of- 
fered instead. It was made impossible of 
presentation later in the engagement because 
of Mme. Ternina being so employed with the 
three Brunnhildes in the Wasner trilogy 
that she could not sing Tosca during the 
same week. The forced omission of the Puc- 
cini opeta was the only serious disappoint- 
ment. So remarkable had the one perform- 
ance a year ago proven that desire to en- 


joy again the thrilling work of Mme. Ter- 
‘pina and Mr. Scotti in their roles of Tosca 


and of Scarpia was keen. Un condi- 
tions made the change of bill unavoidable, 
however, and no one can of course be cen- 
sured justly for the occurrence. 

“Manru” claimed chief interest from & 


musical standpoint, the preéminence of its 


composer as pianist and man having natu- 
rally aroused strong curiosity concerning this 
first venture of his into the realm of opera. 
‘The performance forcibly demonstrated 


that In Mr. “Paderewski-the-world has an 


opera writer from whom much of beauty, 
power, and musica! individuality may be ex- 
pected. ‘“‘ Manru” is uneven in merit, due 
largely to the astounding weakness of its 
libretto, but the lower places in it are at 
worst but ineffective; they never are trivial 
or commonplace; and the heights are brill- 
fant, striking, and undeniably original. Any 
man who can create the Prelude and the 
gypsy scene in the third act of “ Manru”’ 
has it in him to.accomplish later work of 
notable and enduring worth. The perform- 
ance was interesting furthermore in bring- 
ing Mme. Sembrich forward in a style of 
operatic portrayal which had been consid- 
ered heretofore as entirely foreign to her. 
She proved in Ulana, however, that she can 
express with skill and potency the pathetic 
and strongly emotional, and that the perfec- 
tion of the art she has made so peculiarly 
her own enables her to satisfy in the singing 
of the modern dramatic variety of music a3 
well as in the highly embellished and florid, 


_ in the rendition of which she is acknowledged 


supreme, 

“Magic Flute’’ proved on two evenings 
the strong drawing card of the repertory, it 

being the work into which. Mr. Grau put 
one of his all-star casts, and which of course 
was the magnet that attracted the pubiic’s 
dollars. The performance was of high ex- 
cellence, and the Mozart music failed in no- 
wise to exert its charm. The Italian versicn 
was used, and while the recitatives are less 
effective because less rapid in movement 
than are the spoken dialogue of the originaij 
German, yet the performance moved with 
agreeable swiftness and surprising smooth- 
ness. 

**Le Cid’”’ attracted but few auditors and 
failed to interest those it did. Itisan empty, 
**made’’ work and was of value.in the re- 
pertory only because it served to introduce 
to the Chicago public Mme. Breval, who, as 
Chimene and later as Valentine in ‘' Les 
Huguenots "’ found favor because of her pul- 
chritude as well as the dramatic and effective 
manner in which she sings. Her voice is 
one of ample power, agreeable in quality, and 
fairly well schooled. Mr. Alvarez, who also 
appeared in “* Le Cid,”’ strengthened the good 
impression made by him when here three 
years ago, and his work as Rodrigue, as 
Raoul, and as Don José has been among the 
highly enjoyable incidents of the season. 

The presentation in cycle form of Wag- 
ner’s trilogy has lent the engagement espe- 
ctlal significance. Care and serious desire in 
preparation were in evidence throughout all 
four performances, and although certain 
shortcomings were noted they were in near- 
ly every instance traceable to the unavoid- 
able haste inseparable from an engagement 
as overcrowded with representations as this 
has been, and were in no instance serious. 
The public favor the “* Ring ’’ found was en- 
couraging to managers and to Wagnerites 
alike, and probably will not be without its 
influence on future seasons. 

As for the rest of the repertory, it consisted. 
of familiar standard operas. “ Alda,’’ made 
attractive through Mme. Eames’ beauty in 
both appearance and singing as Aida, and 
Mme. Homer’s excellent Amneris, was an 
agreeable opening bill;. Carmen,”’ given 
once exceptionally well and once exception- 
ally badly, drew two large houses; “ Lohen- 
grin ’’ again found favor merited by the work 
itself and by the admirable cast appearing in 
it; ‘‘ Tannhduser,”’ given with an Elisabeth 
and a Wolfram of superior worth, had to 
substitute for “ Tosca and Huguenots,” 
although cast “ big,” proved a surprise by 


‘failing to draw a crowded house. 


Of individual singers Mr. Van Rooy, the 
Dutch baritone, has proven himself a vocal- 
ist unusually gifted so far as beauty and 
power of his voice is concerned, well schooled 
gave when he becomes overemphatic, as he 
is fond of doing, and an actor of good abili- 
ties. He has offered a Wotan that was in- 
teresting and often impressive and a Wolf- 


ram of rare beauty, sympathy, and tender-— 


ness. Another newcomer was Mr. Reiss, 
whose work as Mime, as Monostato, and as 
Remandado has shown him an artist of un- 
usual ability and conclentiousness.

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‘Chicago Evangelist’s Son Hanged 
For Murdering His Father by Proxy 
mere Penalty of Another Crime.

PpHEN Clinton Dotson was hanged at 
J Deer Lodge, Mont., last week for 
the murder of his father, who twen- 
ty years ago was an evangelist well 
known in Chicago, the last chapter 
ine story Of crime as strange as any ever 
penned by a Poe or a Gaboriau was written. 
He was hanged for a murder done while he 
milesaway from the scene—while he was 
in the penitentiary, in fact. And he was in 
t prison for another murder committed 
while he was far from the victim, yet on the 
gallows he confessed—confessed, at least, as 
most criminals confess, taking a little blame 
and giving much. ~ 
Dotson conspired to murder his father that 
he himself might be freed from the peniten-, 
tiary. He hired a man to kill old Captain 


Dotson and leave beside him what purported — 


to be a confession to the murder, for the 


commission of which the son was then in. 


prison. The scheme falled, for all its clever- 


ness, and the boy who sang beside his white- - 


haired father in the churches of Chicago 
went to his death from the gallows. 

Young Dotson, while not born in this city, 
spent much of his early life here. Hisfather 
traveled about the country, a friendly rival 
of Moody and Sankey, who were then at the 
height of their career as evangelists, and he 
was the first.to succeed them when they left 
the old temple, on thé site of which the 
wholesale house of John V. Farwell now 
stands. The youngster lived with anaunt, a 
Miss Earle, in Prairie avenue, and his edu- 
cation was in charge of a private tutor. 


Sang at Revival Meetings. 


When Captain Dotson determined to make 
his home in the West his son went with him. 


At times he sang with his father in the ° 


scheolhouses where they held their meet- 
ings, and prayed by his side, but the West- 
ern life fascinated him, and he soon gave up 
all pretense and became a gambler, a hanger- 
on at mining camps, living by his wits.. Soon 
after Captain “Dotson accumulated a ‘little 
money, and from that time until his death 
he made his home in Powell County, Mont. 

It was in October, 1899, that Michael Cul- 


Mane, a miner who had had luck in the 


Thunder Mountain region, reached Helena 
on his way to his old home in Ireland. It is 
believed that he had about $20,000 in his 
possession, though this never was proven. 
One night he.was seen in company ‘with 
young Dotson, John. Bengon, and John Per- 
singer, and the next day his body was found 
beside & railway track in a little town thirty 
miles from Helena. He had been shot and 
robbed, and either taken to the place on a 
freight train or thrown on the pilot of an 

tson, nson, "and Persinger were ar- 
rested. Young Dotson proved an alibi. He 
was alile to prove that he had been in a 
gambling place for a few minutes after he 
was seen with Culliane until nearly noon the 
nextday. He was released, but soon was 
taken Into custody again when the police 
found that he and his comrades were seen 
taking Culliané toward the railroad yards.

Three Sent to. Penitentiary. 


Two other men who were believed to have 
been in the conspiracy to kill Culliane also 
were sent to the penitentiary with young 


Dotson. “One had sent word to the State’s | 


Attorney afier his conviction that he would 
tell everything he knew, but when the con- 
fession was asked for he refused, saying it 
would all come out later. It is believed that 
even before he had. begun to serve his sen- 
tence young Dotson had planned to sacrifice 
his father in an attempt to gain his own. 
liberty. 

Dotson and his two partners, who had re- 
ceived short terms of imprisonment, were 
taken to the penitentiary and there Dotson 
met Murray McArthur, alias Murray Filen- 
ing, a dissolute Englishman of good family, 
who had fallen into evil ways. The two 
then laid the following plan: 

McArthur,. who was to be released from 
the penitentiary Dec, 30, 1900, was to 
out Captain Dotson; young Dotson’s father, 
and Kill him in such a way that suicide 
would be indicated. The murderer was to 
leave beside the body a confession, purport- 
ing to be written by Captain Dotson, in 
which ‘he admitted having killed Culliane. 
For this young Dotson ‘wasto pay McArthur 
$7,500, part of which he claimed was buried 
in Wyoming and part of which he said he 
would. .secure from the. property 
father owned. | 

- Contract for a Confession. 

-sAll this. was drawn up in the form of 4 
contract, and when McArthur left the peni-- 
tentiary he! hadt this tucked in his shoe. He 
had also, hidden in a blanket, the confession 
he was to leave beside the body of Captain 
Dotson. This confession had been written 
by the son, and he imitated his old father’s 
handwriting from memory so cleverly that 
the two handwritings needed to be com- 
pared, side. by. side, before the forgery could 
be detected. 

Just fifteen days after McArthur left pris- 
on Captain’ Dotson’s body was found. But 
McArthur had bungled, and there was no

confession was genuine and that Captain 
Dotson ‘had’ been killed for the ee of 
robbery...

In the theatér of today, where high-class 


attractions are presented, the public purse 
is regarded from the standpoint of elas- 
ticity and the same hesitancy that caused 
the management of Hooley’s ta protest 
against a 50-cent raise is not shown.

RULEMAN’S DESTINY 


Philosophy of Fatalism Is Proved 
by Incidents of Every- 
day Life. 


UST how slight an accident is neces- 
sary to kill a man; just how much of 
shock and pain can be withstood under 
other circumstances; and, stranger 
than either of these, the peculiarities 

of accidents and escapes from such of those 
as would seem fatal beyond a chance—all 
these’ may be found day after day in the 
odern metropolitan newspaper. Behind 
hese stories may be found proof of the 
sBtiacouhy of fatalism; that “aman will 
not die till his time comes.’ 

For when one man is killed through try- 
Ing to kick a cat off his front porch, and 
another falls 300 feet down the shaft of a 
mine and sustains only a broken leg, the 
old philosophical cause-and-effect’ rea- 
soning gets a hard blow. 

Within a week both of these extremes 
have been under the list of casualties in 
the newspapers. It was Henry Bush of 
Quincy who kicked at the cat. The animal 
was strange, and as he passed out the front 
way he concluded to “lift’”’ the trespasser. 
Kicking, he missed the animal, lost his 
balance, fell three feet to the ground, and 
broke his neck. Contrasting so strongly 
with this was the experience of Andrew 
Michaliquo, a miner at Hibernia, N. J. The 
miner had just stepped from the cage when 
he lost his balance, fell back into the shaft. 
which, having no obstructions, allowed the 
body to rebound from side to side as it fell.

N these days, when every adult American 
hopes to publish at least one novel, no 
more entrancing theme could well be 
found than the career of a man who 
wrote many novels, with uniform. suc- 
cess. Indeed, if the autobiography of Sir 
Walter Besant has one blemish, it lies inthe 
fact that a good half of the volumeis given 
over to childhood and university days and 
the subject of the Palestine exploration 
fund, whereof Sir Walter was secretary in 
1868, while the first steps in his Hterary 
career are not touched upon till Chapter IX. 


Advice to Literary Aspirants. 


Born at Portsea in 1886, of middile-class 
parents, the young Besant went through the 
usual school experiences of middle-class 
young men. Christ’s College, Cambridge, 
ended his educational career. Thence he fell 
into a trap laid for-all clever young gradu- 
ates of insufficient means—a colonial pro- 
fessorship, which kept him hard at work for 
about seven ‘years and left him more or less 
stranded when over 30. The secretaryship 
of the Palestine exploration fund came as a 
great good fortune. 

All the time the itching to write lay strong 
upon him. He put his name to bh novel while 
still teaching mathematics at Mauritius. 
His wanderings suggested numérous papers. 
He had produced a book on early French 
poetry, and in 1868 he made the acquaintance 
Rice, who was to collaborate with 
him in novels that have since become a 
household word wherever the English lan- 
guage is spoken. By 1873 he was in the posi- 
tion to have as many papersas he could write 
accepted. ‘“‘I would beg the candidate for 
literature to consider how it was done: 

“1. I was not dependent on literature. I 
could epend time on my work. 

“2. I’ began by producing a book on the 


) subject on which I desired to be considered 


aspecialist. The work had a succés d’estime, 
and in a sense made my literary fortune, 
‘3. This book opened the doors for me of 
magazines and reviews. 
‘4. The knowledge of French mattersalso 
opened the door of the daily press to me. 
‘*5. I followed up the line by a second book 
on the same subject.’’ 


Besant and Rice as Partners. 

But even here were only the beginnings. 
Desiring, as he did, to relinquish his secre- 
tarial work, Besant saw no alternative but 
a precarious income out of literature—‘‘a 
hack and a dependent, soured, poor, disap<- 
pointed, and bitter.” ) 


His first real effort at fiction, “‘ Titania’s 


Farewell,’ lifted him out of that rut. It 
brought Rice forward with a proposal to col- 
laborate over a plot which ‘‘ was simply the 
story of the Proiligal Son with variations.” 
* Ready Money Mortiboy ’’ was the result. 
That meant fame; but even then not actual 
riches. And Besant places his own share 
of the proceeds, from the beginnning to the 
end, at not more than £250. But the col- 
laboration was to endure ten years and be- 


come more profitable. Out ofthe many well- 


known novels it produced, Besant records 
“The Chaplain of the Fleet’’ as his own 
favorite. Rice died in April, 1882, of cancer 
in thethroat. Afterthat Walter Besant was 
to be, as he himself described it, *“‘ The 
Novelist with a Free Hand.”’ 
‘“* We. worked without disagreement,”’ thus 
 §Sir Walter sums up the methods of this 
famous literary partnership; ‘‘ there was 
never any partnership between us in the 
ordinary sense of the word.’’ The collabora- 
tion went on from one story to another, al- 
ways without any binding conditions, always 
liable to be discontinued; while each man 
carried on his own independent literary work 
and was free to write fiction if he pleased 
by himself. 


Growing Horde of Writers. 
.Much is written in these pages about the 


*methods and delights of novel-writing. We 


fear it may have an exactly contrary effect 
to that intended by the genialauthor. What 
can be more harmful than this account of 
the last eighteen years of Sir Walter's life, 
when he worked at fiction single-handed? 

‘** During that time I have always been en- 
gaged for three years in advance. I have 
been relieved from every kind of pecunlary 
anxiety; my income has been multiplied by 
three at least; andI have had... the 
offer of a great deal more work than I could 
undertake.’’ 

At the same time he does not minimize the 
hardships and the heart-breaking episodes of 
the calling, any more than he cloaks the ma- 
lignancy of reviewers, for whom, indeed, in 
this imperfect world no one ever seems to 
have a kindly word. It isin no spirit of re- 
taliation that the suggestion is hazarded 
that perhaps this autobiography is too much 
of the “ vade mecum”’ for rising authors, and 
speaks too little of the risen authors and dis- 
tinguished people whom Sir Walter Besant 
met in his distinguished career. 


Can’t Check Flood of Novels. 


The delinquencies of some publishers and 
the consequent foundation of the Society of 
Authors are also matters which receive their 
fair share of attention. The good works of 
that society in protecting the young author 
from the depredations of unscrupulous mid- 
dlemen are manifest today. In itedefense let 
Sir Walter speak himself: | 

“We have been accused of fostering the 
ambitions ‘of the tncapable, and of helping 
to flood the market with trash. Far from it; 
we dissuade by every means in our power the 
incapable; we have readers who give them 
the plain truth; we advertise warnings 
against paying for the publication of MSS. 
But I confess that we can do little to keep 
down the swelling stream of aspirants 
Thousands of pens are flying over the paper 
at this moment, and every moment producing 
bad novels and worse poetry. We check 

‘some of them; the rest must learn by bitter 
disappointment.”’

Donovan, the city diver. | 

“To the hero of a score of narrow escapes 
that make the life of a soldier a monotonous 
existence in comparison, a plunge into the 
slime and filth of a clay hole is mere recrea- 
tion. Dan Donovan's life for twenty years 
has’ been a succession of daring deeds of 
diving. 

Working under 110 feet of water for seven 
hours without coming to the surface is a 
feat totest the endurance ofa Sandow. Few 
divers in the country are equal toit. Dono- 
van has done it repeatedly. Scores of men 
have been put to the test by Donovan him- 
se'f, but have succumbed to the dreadful 
e ain. When it is considered that this. 
work has to be done under an air pressure of. 
fifty-five pounds to the square ince—nearly 
four times the norma!—the requisite physical 
strength may be realized. 

“I am considered a poor risk by life in- 
surance men,’ says Donovan. But I feel 
safer when I am in my dress ready to goto 
work than when I take the street car to 
go home at night. While 1 am under the 
water my life is in my own hands. If any- 
thing happens I .kKnow what to do to take 
care of it. That is more than I can say 
when I ride on a car or on the elevated.”’ 


Twenty Years at the Trade. 


Twenty years ago Donovan donned the 
diver’s dress for the first timejin the harbor 
at Charlotte, N. Y¥. He wasa4 sailor on the 
lakes, and tried diving for the novelty of the 
thing, acting as helper to the head diver. 
They were mending the hull of a steamer 
that had been driven ashore in a storm, and 
the work was so agreeable to him that Donv- 
van gave up his position on the schooner to 
make diving a profession. fs 

Donovan is a born mechanic, and his knowl- 
edge of machinery and ingenuity have made 
him a most valuable man for difficult work 
under water. For years he was’assistant 
engineer as well as diver for the Dunham 
Towing and Wrecking company. There :s 
not a harbor in the great lakes in which Dan 
has not worked. It was during his connec- 
tion with this company that Donovan did 
his first work for the city, and became ac- 
quainted with City Engineer Ericson, who 
afterwards secured. his services during the 
construction of Chicago’s wonderful water 
works system. | 

Chicago's underground public works, espe- 
cially those under the lake and connected 
with the water works system, bear many 
monuments to the skill and daring of the 
city diver. He had his narrowest escape 
from death while working at the Lake View 
crib. The water supply from this crib had 
been slowly decreasing until it threatened to 
stop entirely. Donovan was sent down the 
shaft at the crib to discover the ‘trouble. 
He found that dirt had accumulated at the 
bottom of the shaft until it choked the en- 
trance to the tunnel. The shaft had to be 
cleaned, and the task fell to Donovan. He 
rigged up-a derrick at the top of the shaft, 
and from! it swung two heavy buckets. He 
was sent to the bottom of the shaft to fill 
these buckets, which the men on top hauled 
up and dumped. | | 

Narrowest Escape from Death. . 

The scheme worked until something hap- 
pened to the diver’s suit. At first Donovan 
thought that he could continue working 
until the job was finished. He did not want 
to waste time in going to the top,and taking 
off the suit, for it would mean an hour’s 
waste of time. But he had not worked long 
before he found that it would be necessary 
to be pulled up. So he-filled the bucket and 
signaled to be drawn to the top. Mistaking 
the signal, the assistants at the top began to 
raise the bucket. This was a surprise to 
Donovan, who was wholly off his guard. 
Before he could free himself the air hose had 
caught in the rapidly rising bucket. The rim 
caught near the connection of the hose with 
the dress, and the diver was jerked off his 


“feet in an instant. 


The diver’s dress weighs 250 pounds, and

His back was to the bucket, and the dress 
so cumbersome that he could not turn to ease 
the strain with his hands. lf the hose broke 
before he reached the top of the shaft, which 
was seventy feet deep, Donovan decided it 
would be his last time down. | The chances, 
he figured, were about one in'10,000 that he 
would drown before he could be pulled to 
the surface by his life line. The dress was 
so heavy. that he knew.it was impossible to 
save himself. If he sank to the bottom, he 
knew he would certainly perish,

Donovan felt it giving — 
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The hose held until he was a dozen feet 
from the top. Then he began to sink as 
rapidly as he hadrisen. With the breaking 
of the hose came a rush of water into the 
suit and the shutting off of the air. As 
the\, water poured in the air was forced out 
through the escape valve in his helmet. It. 
was impossible for Donovan to reach above 
his head and shut the valve to retain the 
little air that was left. 

Desperate Fight for Life. | 

He was in utterdarkness. Atthat depth of. 
water in the open lake there is enough light 
to distinguish objects, but in the shaft shut 
off from all light, it was impoSssible to see at 
all. Donovan had abandoned hope, when it 
flashed through his mind that there was a 
steel ladder built in the side of the shaft, 
extending down some twenty feet. Donovan 
threw himself forward and clutched wildly 
for the rounds offiron. One hand grasped a 
round of the ladder and he stopped sinking. 
He hung suspended along the side as the 
water poured in through the broken hose. 
His arm was wrenched by the sudden stop, 
but he clung desperately and slowly dragged 
himself up. He felt the water rise to his 
waist and then to his chest. He seemed to 
weigh tons. His head was bursting from the. 
exertion. 


possessed. Still the water rose, and the air 
grew less. He-was gasping for breath, . 
nearly suffocated by the vitiated air which 
remained. 

But he fought until fainting he drew him- 
self above the water. Strength and sheer 
nerve had conquered.. He was seized by the 
helpers, who did not realize his desperate 
position. His helmet was torn off and the 
fresh air revived him. Two hours later the 
dress was repaired and Donovan went down 
again. More attention was paid to signals 
thereafter. 


Made Prisoner by Pumps. 


Another experience hardly less dangerous 
than that at the Lake View crib took place 
in a shaft at the Chicago avenue pumping 
station. -Donovan was completing the stub 
end of a tunnel which workmen had aban- 
doned because of a cave-in, which ieft it flood- 
ed with water. A gate shutting off the con- 
nection between the shaft and pumping sta-. 
tion failed to work. He was caught in the 
suction created by the pumps in the station 
and held a prisoner for seyeral minutes at 
the gate, while twelve men strained at the 
lifeline and were not able to pull him away 
from the danger. 

Thee diving dress which held so well is 
composed of two layers of heavy duck cloth, 
between which is a layer of rubber. This Is 
made in asort of union suit’ arrangement. 
The boots are attached to the suit, and in 
the feet are heavy weights, necessary to 
hold the diver under the water. Were it 
not for these weights, which vary with the 
depth of water, a diver would be floating 
about the surface like a cork instead of doing 
business at the bottom. Over the head is 
placed a helmet with heavy glass eye pieces. 
It reaches down nearly to the waist, and 
the air is taken in under the shoulder in- 
stead of at the top of the head. This is one 
of Donovan’s own schemes. It brings the 
fresh air around in front of the face instead 
of delivering it on the top of the head. 

The building of the stub end of this tunnel, 
in which he nearly lost his life, took Donovan 
three months. He was miner, mason, boss, 


machinist, and all combined. He made the 


excavation, bricked part of it, and placed 
heavy steel tubing in the remainder. And 
he did it all in ** black: 
t’s night.’”’ The steel pleces were sen 
in each of which. weighed’ 
several hundred pounds. To get them.in 
place he lifted one sftde far enough’to place 
a brick under it, then did the same on the 
other side, continuing this tedious process 
until the sections were in their proper places. 
It took days of work, but it is a6 good today 
as it was when it was put in place. All the 
bolts were placed by feeling. In fact, most 
of Donovan’s most delicate work is done 
by his sense of touch, for it has béen done in 
utter darkness. His fingers are developed 
until they rival those of a blind man. 


Attacked by the “Bends.” 

“bends” attacked Donovan for thé 
only time in his career 4s a diver while he 
was engaged in this work. The attack came 
after he had worked nearly eight hours un- 
der a pressure of forty-eight pounds. This 
affliction is not described in medica. treat- 
ises, at least under that name. It is peculiar 
to workers under air pressure. For miners 
and tunnel laborers who aré continually un- 
der air pressure the ‘‘ bends.” have as great 
a terror as does the “ yellow jack.” Those 
who have suffered from the disease describe 


the. pain as the keenest torture. The name 


is derived from the effect of the disease,” It

Donovan’s wonderful record of onlf¥Y one 
case during twenty years of diving is largely 
because of his temperate habits, he says.

He glories in undertaking a difficult 
cold shivers to chase themselves down the, 
back of the ordinary man. The work is dan- | 
gerous, because any accident would be cer- 
tain death. To venture in an abandoned 
tunnel in total darkness, among water pipes, 
electric wires, and other obstructions from 
which it would be impossible to escape should 
anything happen to the dress or air hose, has 
a fascination for the city diver. 


Laying Cement Under Water. 

The most recent instance of his undertak- 
ing this kind of work was in the new Di- 
vision street bridge construction. After 
months spent in pumping water from the 
cofferdam into the river without appreciable 
effect Donovan and City Engineer Ericson 
investigated. .They found there was a leak 
in the tunnel beneath the cofferdam: and 
that the pumps were merely trying to ex- 
haust the North Branch of the river by 
pumping into it the water that flowed from 
it.

to the bulkhead, a twelve-inch water pipe 
was driven down through the river bottorn 
and tunnel, delivering where Donovan was 
at work. Through this pipe the cement was 
lowered from men Standing on the coffer- 
dam. Donovan worked a week on this bulk- 
head, each day making his way on his hands 
and knees to the point where he was at work. 
The tunnel would not allow him to stand. 
All the work was performed as he was kneel- 
ing. The-first time he entered the tunnel it 
took him several hours to ‘‘ blaze ”’ his way 
to the cave-in. He worked through a net- 
work of pipes and wires and rubbish -float- 
ing in the tunnel. The bulkhead he built 
was twelve feet thick and absolutely water- 
tight. He could not wear gloves, as the work 
was done entirely by his sense of touch. 
His finger tips were worn raw in handling 
the cement. 

But the work saved the city a large bill for

He 
Icves the prairie and hastens to his accus- 
tomed haunts with the first warm days, ahd 
leaves for the sunny South on!y when stormy, 
wintry winds drive the loosened leaves of the 
thickets over the wide prairie. Ile is a cheer- 
ful bird. He walks. Thrushes hop. Both 
build in the borders of the fields, The brown 
thrush sings as soon as dawn reveals the 
orchard trees, and from the topmost twig of 


the tallest tree pours his orisons over all the 


prairie. In portions of the sunny South his 
song has been translated thus: ‘ John Dean, 
John Dean, where are you going, going, go- 
ing? to buy a broom, to buy a broom; shame! 
shame! go home, go home, go home!” All 
this he cries with various tone, now high, 
now low, but never softly, and the prairie 
wakens at his call. Presently he is joined 
by the robin, the most domestic of all the 
thrush family. What would the prairie 
farmsteads be without their robins? He 
nests as nigh the house as possible, usually in 
the fork of an apple tree in full view of the 


front door. 


Nearly all prairie birds seek the society of 


man. At my chamber window a turtle dove 
has built her nest on the large horizontal

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branch of an apple tree. It is safe there. 


There are no cats about the farmstead, and | 


the pair are perfectly aware of that fact. 
Nevertheless, I have found turtledove nests 
on the ground in plain view. . Its peculiar 
call is pleasant to the ear, for it is full of

An idle ‘crowd at some muscle developer 
window, in which a man, bare-armed, is go- 
ing through contortions according to sys 
tem, is more intolerable to a busy man than 
is a street car blockade.

of the gullies and ravines which traverse the 
prairies towards the streams which course 
to the south and which are always bordered 
by a belt of forest. 

In these draws the coarse grasses grow tall 
and dense. Here under thestiff sod the mice 
nest and from there they forage on the 
newly planted cornfield. When the wheat 
and. oats are harvested they often make 
nests in the shocks, devouring and wasting 
the fruits of the husbandman’s laber. Hence 
the crow is welcome because much of the

season’s bounty is saved by his hunting. 
ly in winter, were it not for the cheerful call 
of the crow, as he fles low over the dry grass 
of the draws, hoping that he may find a 
meadow mouse straying from his door at the 
edge of the tussock. 

An industrious coadjutor of the crow is the 
crow-blackbird, rudder-tailed blackbird, the 
purple grackle; for the bird is known by all 
three of these names. In thejevergreens 
which shelter the farmstead from the north- 
west blasts ef winter, they build their nests; 
for, as a rule, there is a large colony of them. 
They are a noisy people, but withal, a friend- 
ly folk, for I have yet to see any quarreling 
gn the colony. Often there are several nests 
in the same tree, yet they seem to respect 
each other’s rights and there is peace. 


Lives on the Highway. 

Along the fence rows of the prairie the 
rorned larks build their nests on the ground. 
This bird seems to find the larger part of 
its living in the highwar. Picking up the 
grain which sifts from the farm wagons 
going to and from town, it seems to thrive 
and to increase. The little tufts of feathers 
on either side of the head, like those of the 
horned owl, do certainly suggest horns, and 
they are responsible for the names of both 
birds. This lark has white bands on both 
si@es of the face, but its general color is 
much like that of the dirt of the road, so 
that you uften have to look twice before 
you can locate the bird. In the osage hedge 
‘the shrike nests. There are two species, the 
leggerhead and another which remains to 


hunters all winter long. Both, to the dwell- 
er on the prairie, are exactly alike in habits 
and in feature. In summer our Southern 
visitor, the loggerhead, lives altogether on 
insects. The other species, called the butch- 
er bird, and often mouse hawk, is a trifle 


- jarger than the loggerhead, and prefers mice 


to any other fooq, Both have the habit of 
impaling their surplus catches on the barb 
wire or the osage thorns. This impaling 
seems to be done out of pure fun, for I have 
found both mice and insects shrunken and 
dry on barb and thorn. | 
On the prairie the bobolink is called the 
prairie blackbird. Twenty-five years ago 
they were far more numerous than they are 
now. They are a beautiful and a somewhat 
noisy bird, and social. Its tone has a pro- 
nounced metallic ring. It has other names 
in other parts of the land. In New 


‘Jersey it is the reed bird. In the Carolinas — 


and Georgia it is known as the rieebird. In 
Cuba it is known as the butterbird, it Is so 
fat. It is regarded as a rare dish by 
Eastern epicures. I suppose any bird might 
become a nuisance, did it become numerous. 
That bird, the English sparrow, would be-« 
come intolerable on the prairie were it not 
for the screech owl and other small owls, 
the shrikes, and the hawks. These are 
partial to a diet of English sparrows. 

The meadow lark comes early and remains 
late. I am quite confident that we have two 
species in the middle West. The peculiarly 
Western species is a trifle the larger. His 
song, too, is louder and more liquid. In the 
vaileys of the Rocky Mountains the smaller 

bird is unknown. This fact has been noted 
by more than one naturalist. 

The one bird which is strictly of the prai- 
rie is the grouse, prairie chicken in common 
parlance. In the early settlement of the 
prairies the morns were loudly vocal with 
their crowing. The flocks were numerous 
and large. Alas, they are now few. But we 
say it with thankfulness, that they are on a 
gradual increase, due to the game wardens 
enforcing the laws enacted for their pro- 
tection. The farmers, too, are becoming 
vigilant in guarding their farms against the 
itinerant, breech-loading shotgun. Quails, 
too,. are increasing in number, due to the 

same.efforts. It is to be fervently hoped that 
these two birds will once more be compara- 


_ tively numerous, for both delight in a diet 


of chinchbugs, the pest of our wheat and 
corn fields. The quail is a personification of 
innocence.

Apart from the suggestion of its effem- 
inacy, the face massage of the barber shop 
is an insidious institution. It follows shay- 
ing.

Across the eyes, from the nose to the 
temples, he rubs where the crow’s feet are 
or will be, and then from the center of the 


forehead he @raws the fingers of each hand 


firmly across, over and behind the ears and 
down the sides of the neck to the region of 
the back collar button. 


All this time the mass®ge cream is drying,

like putty and taking with it the contents 
of clogged pores in the face and nose. A

But face massaging has reminded the vet~ 
eran Thomas Eden, who has been standing 


at a barber's chair for forty-five years, that 
times have ¢hanged greatly in barber shops 
since he began at 9 years old to black boots 
in his father’s shop in England. 

“In thése days,” said Mr. Eden, “‘my 
father shaved sizty men in sixty minutes In 
the rush hours of Saturday. There, in those 
days, every man lathered his own face, 
washed it after he was shaved, and combed 
his own hair. My father had only to make 
ithe rounds of the chairs, draw a razor around 
one cheek, under and over the chin, and 
around the other cheek. 


Shave in a Minute. 


“It was considered a great innovation 


~when the apprentice in. the ald~-time shop 


went around lathering the faces of custom- 
ers, and after the shaving washed their faces 
and combed their hair. Ten minutes to a 
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man was considered good rush work for 
Saturday night under this arrangement. Just 
a Warm sponge run over the face and rub- 
bing dry by towel was the finishing work of 
shaving. 

“ ‘Now it takes longer ‘ ta finis ’ a customer 
than it takes to shave him. Men have grown 
to be luxurious. They are sitting longer in 
barber chairs, year after year. Some of our 
customers go to sicep in the chair as quite 
the usual thing, finding a fifteen or twenty 
minute nap a refreshing thing. For nowa- 
days you have to hurry if you shave three 
meninan hour. M:ncome hereto be shaved 
seven times a week and each time they ask 
to have their necks shaved. They expect hot 
towels to the face, powdering, and all that 
for the usual 15 cent fee. Out of this fee, of 
course, the barber could not spend the time 
and make a living. He has to count on tips. 
Once men gave cigars to the barber; now 
évérybody who patronizes the barber shop 
and takes this elaborate and luxurious shave 
expects to give tips from 10 to 25 cents, ow- 
ing to what he gets. There are men in this 
shop who make more money from tips than 
they make in wages." 

Nineteen years for one barber in one shop 
in Chicago is regarded as the record for this 
city. 
great change has come over the ethics of the 
barber's trade in the last fifteen years. Once 
it was considered more or less a matter of 
course if the barber's breath smelled of whis- 
ky, if he had eaten onions fer luncheon, or 
if he smoked a cigar or cigaret while he 
snipped and shaved a customer. 

Now none of these things is tolerated in a 
first-class shop. A barber speaks to. his 
customer when he is spoken to. He ts sober, 
intelligent, and watchful of his customer's 
tastes and needs.

Greatest Shop in the Worid. 

The greatest barber shop in the world is in 
Chicago and has been here for more than 
twenty years. It has twenty-five chairs, a 
business manager, and a woman cashier. It 
averages more than 600 customers a day and 
1,800 to 2,000 towels are used upon them. 
Shaving, hair cutting, shampooing, applica- 
tion of tonics to the hair, and massaging 
are the limit of shop work. Only massaging 
iss new. 

“As to hair tonics," said the manager, 
“they are popular, more or less, just as 
long as the proprietors keep up advertising 
them.

The lion is known as the King of animal- 
dom, and its face surely bears out the title. 


A human face so marked would be styled . 


strong and indicative of great determina- 
tion, and these two’ traits are by far the 
mdst assertive characteristics of the lion. 
It is the least nervous and most composed 
of all wild animals, and none surpasses it 
in bravery. 

The lion is in no sense as treacherous as 
other\members of the cat family. Its man- 


ner, except when aroused, suggests strength © 


and reserve, indicating great force when 
pressed into combative action. It is power- 
ful, and yet the whole demeanor of this 
mighty -beast ts candor personified. Any 
keeper will trust a lion under ordinary cir- 
cumstances because of its fairness in mak- 
ing an attack. It usually gives some warn- 
ing before it’springs. 

Are not all of these traits clearly defined 
in the strong, @istinctive features of the 
fion?’ It looks at you fearlessly without in- 
viting a conflict. Its eyes are a strong em- 
bodiment of determination and bravery, 
while its massive head is usually perched 
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Sold TS heir Faces 
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at a defiant angle, suggesting knowledge of 
its own majesty and power. Taken as a 


whole, the lion’s face stands for every one - 


of its characteristics. 

The natural endowments the leopard’s face 
portrays are directly opposite those written 
about the eyes of the lion. Look at the 
leopard. Are not stealth, deceit, and treach- 
ery suggested at the first glance? See its 
paws extended innocently through the bars 
of the cage, as though inviting a friendly 
handshake. But the fact is that the leopard 
is only waiting for a favorable opportunity 
to dig some unwary person with its sharp 
claws. 
_ By practically all animal keepers the leop- 
ard is regarded as one of the most danger- 
ous animals to harfdle. This is because of 
ts natural treacherous instincts. The leop- 

rd seldom comes out in the open and courts 
efiance, but prefers rather to pose under 
the cloak of innocence. It is the mest 
stealthy of the cat kind, and possesses a 
deceitful nature that cannot be trusted for 
an instant. A leopard’ wfll feign complete 
subjection to the will of its keeper for the 
sole purpose of ‘‘ getting even’’ with him

Tigers’ Hatred of Keeper. 
Not altogether unlike the leopard in the 


matter of characteristics and closely related 
to it by family ties is the tiger, the most 


-eruel and vicious of animals. The strongest 


trait of the tiger in captivity is ita intense 
and insatiable hatred of its keeper. A tiger 
seldom gets on good terms with any human 
being, not even the man who feeds it. Its 
disposition.is distinctively wicked and its 
manner is characterized by boldness ap- 
proaching that of the lion. It is by far the 
most nervous and dissatsified animal in the 


menagerie and voices its displeasure by con-_ 


tinuous menacing growls and snarls. 

Tigers even hate themselves, and when 
placed in a cage together will oftentimes 
fight for no apparent reason whatever. No 
cautious keeper will turn his back to a tiger 
when within reach of the vicious animal's 
claws, for its eyes are always looking for an 
opportunity to attack him. The one redeem- 
ing trait of the tiger is that it is bold and

. If there is one specimen im the whele ani- 
mal kingdom whose character is truthfully 
revealed in the face it is the hippopetamus. 
Considered from whatever standpoint you 
will the general facial outlines of this slug- 
gish beast are anything but bewitching. The 
hippopotamus lives to eat. This character- 
istic is suggested by its cavernous mouth. 
It is by far the most phiegmatic of all ani- 
yaals and exerts itself only to secure enough 
to eat. It is am avewed gluttan, and animal- 
keepers are not able te recall a single in- 
stance where a hippopotamus refused to de- 
vour all that was placed before it. The 
beast is absolutely indifferent to everything 
going on abeut it that does not concern its. 
food. 

In many respects the girafte’ is one of the 
most fastidious animals ever brought 
into captivity. In the first place the giraffe 
is the only known specimen of the animal 
kingdom that never utters a sound. Its 
other striking characteristic is its timidity. 
4‘ giraffe is afraid of practically all animals. 
Its loving disposition is shown by its eyes, 


which also betray that it is always nervous 
and ill at ease. The thing the giraffe ap- 
preciates most is companionship. It ts quick 
to make friends with keepers and visitors, 


will never remain alone if it can find com- 


pany. . 

The giraffe never drinks wat®r. Milk is 
its favorite liquid feed. In the face of no 
animal are characteristics more strongly 
written than fn that ef this long-necked, 
ungainly specimen, Its eyes suggest almost 
human gentleness, and timidity is marked 
from the tip of its nose tothe tep of its un- 
sightly ears.

MALL matter where he came
